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Political Campaigns Are Not New 


Another four years have rolled a- 
round and the national election sweep- 
stakes are in full swing, the win- 
ner of which will be our next Presi- 
dent. The election of a man from 
any party seems to depend greatly 
upon how well he is known to the 
public. With the w-despread use of 
TV this year, in addition to the use 
of radio and newspapers, there won’t 
be any lack of boosting or berating. 
You and your neighbors will be wit- 
nessing the usual, colorful American 
political sideshow. 

The use of television in political 
campaigns is the “latest thing,” com- 
paratively speaking, and even radio 
is fairly recent, having come of age 
in 1924 at the Democratic Conven- 
tion. Previous to that time political 
publicity depended upon newspapers, 
candidates’ speeches (attended in per- 
son), and political tokens and bad- 
ges. All of these are still used but 
they had much greater importance 
in the day when people couldn’t just 
turn a knob to see or hear a candidate 
in their own home.

Political Badges Used 

Political tokens and badges have 
had widespread use and are widely 
collected by many hobbyists. They 
first came into use in the election of 
1796 (Adams) and are still being 
used today in various forms. Recent 
examples include Landon sunflower 
badges, “I Like Ike” badges and metal 
tags for cars, etc. Political tokens 
were not used in the election of 
George Washington, our first presi- 
dent, as he was elected by the gen- 
eral acclaim of the people. 

There are several thousand varie- 
ties of political badges and tokens 
of which only a brief description of 
some of the more interesting types 
will be given here. Many are quite 
unique or fancy and are simply not 
to be compared with the cheap cellu- 
loid or metal badge commonly worn 
during political campaigns today. Al- 
though it is possible for manufactur- 
ers now to produce equal or better 
political badges, such is not to be 
because of the cost involved. There 
are a lot more voters now than fifty

to one-hundred years ago and the 
keynote is on economy and mass dis- 
tribution. Celluloid and metal buttons 
fill this need. 

The first type of political campaign 
pin is that which consists of a pewter 
rim -about three inches in diameter 
with a mica or glass covering under 
which appears a picture of the presi- 
dential candidate. These were first 
used at the time of John Adams and 
continued until the 1848 campaign. 
The later types picture the vice presi- 
dential candidate also in a separate 
picture that slides inside the frame. 

Widespread use of political tokens 
began during the second campaign of 
Andrew Jackson and the. campaign of 
Martin Van Buren. Many are in the 
form of medals, usually of copper, 
brass. silver, or white metal, and are 
often found holed at the top to be 
worn. During this period many poli- 
tical (also non-political) tokens were 
issued which are now classed in a 
group as “Hard Times Tokens.” 
These tokens were mostly of large 
cent size and were used as money as

The political campaign items pic- 
tured on the front cover of this 
issue are from the collections of 
Sam Cousley, an editor of a print- 
ing magazine in New York City. 

During campaign days, the col- 
lection is in demand for window 
displays in New York City and 
Chicago. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cousley live on one 
floor in one of the larre old brown- 
stone mansions in New York City. 
Their daughter Molly Cousley Bi- 
shay and her family, occupy an- 
other floor in the same building. 
They all take an active interest 
in this collection as well as the 
other collections of Americana 
which Mr. Cousley pursues as a 
hobby. In fact, Molly Bishay con- 
fesses that they look like a scene 
from “You Can’t Take It With 
You,” as they study the Cousley 
collections and arrange them for 
display. 

Political items comprise Sam 
Cousley’s first love in collecting 
but running a close second are his 
other ; collections, namely early 
Christmas cards, rare and lacy 
valentines - some of them 150 
years old, Easter greetings, an- 
tique china eggs, Tyrolean brandy 
pipes, dime novels of the 1880’s to 
early 1900’s, theatre programs and 
photos, antique lanterns, famous 
firsts in newspaper comics, a Vic- 
torian Christmas of children’s toys, 
miniature tapestries, woven by 
Thomas Stevens of Coventry, Eng- 
land, about 100 years ago, branding 
irons of the old West, to mention a 
few. 
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well as political propaganda. This 
was caused by Jackson ending the 
Bank of the United States and the 
monetary depression that resulted in 
a scarcitv of coin. 

Before proceeding further it should 
be mentioned that basically there are 
two types of political tokens — those 
that are “for” and those that are 
“agin.” The latter are naturally put 
out by the opposition. There are many 
anti-Jackson tokens. A few of the 
more interesting inscriptions appear- 
ing on these tokens are as follows: 
“The Bank Must Perish”; “Perish 
Credit — Perish Commerce;” “The 
Glorious Whig Victory of 1834” (But 
the Whigs didn’t win.); “The Consti- 
tution as I Understand ‘Tt’? (Oh, yes, 
there was questioning of the Presi- 
dent’s power in those days, too. Many 
opposed Jackson’s ending the U.S. 
Bank as unconstitutional and the quo- 
tation refers to his action). 

Other early types of political ad- 
vertising include vest and coat but- 
tons, cuff links (about 18380-1880); 
square badges that contain a picture 
covered by a small magnifying glass 
appeared in the 18386 and 1840 cam- 
paigns; medals have been used in 
nearly all campaigns previous to 1900. 
There have been brass shell buttons, 
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Collector Sam Cousley holds a clay piper, souvenir of the Henry Clay campaign 
of 1844 which has a relief image of Clay on its bowl. Mollie Cousley Bishay, his 
daughter, holds a parade lantern of the first Grant campaign (1868) which has a 
wood block print of Grant on one side and one of his running mate, Wilson, on the 
other. A Cleveland and Thurman parade lantern is at their feet. 





hard rubber and bone buttons. The 
nature and variety is practically un- 
limited. Ferrotypes (photographs on 
iron which were encircied by a brass 
border) came into use about the time 
of Lincoln’s campaign (these show 
Lincoln without beard during his 1860 
campaign; with beard in the 1864 
race) and continued until around 1880. 

Among some of the more unusual 
political buttons of this period are 
such interesting specimens as one of 
the 1856 campaign showing a deer 
and cannon, meaning “Buchanan.” 
A similar idea is one showing a roos- 
ter, which was used by Hancock in 
the campaign of 1880. Another con- 
sists of a little telescope through 
which the candidates are seen (Blaine 
and Logan, 1884 campaign). An 
“anti” type is one of the 1896 cam- 
paign which is in the form of a small 
metal coffin — ‘when a spring is pres- 
sed the lid flies open and a small 
figure appears with the inscription 
“William J. Bryan — Free Silver 
Knocked Him Out.” Other spring 
types include elephants with blankets 
that spring up to show portraits of 
McKinley and Hobart (1896); also 
used by the same candidate was a 


“Presidential Chair” pin made of me- 
tal with the seat reading “Who Shall 
Occupy It.” Upon flicking a catch 
the seat flies up to reveal McKinley. 


The celluloid or cheap meta! type 
pin as used today first came into 
general use in the campaign of 1896. 
These provide an economical means of 
political advertising but as they are 
similar in form their general appear- 
ance is hardly outstanding and will 
not be described here, the only two of 
recent merit being Al Smith’s brown 
derby and Alf Landon’s _ sunflower 
pins. 


In addition to the buttons, pins and 
tokens, there are two other types of 
political propaganda that should be 
mentioned: The first is the ribbons 
which once had considerable use but 
are now worn little except at conven- 
tions. The other is the political scrip 
which comes in the form of “paper 
money” and is circulated bv the oppo- 
sition since it is practically always 
“anti” in form. Such notes are not 
new — they date back to the time 
of Jackson and his quarrel with the 
bank. Among the most recent is the

Kirsten Flagstad 


This month it is my pleasure to 
introduce a music lover well-known 
to us both as a record collector and 
dealer—Georg Pluck.

A good friend of Kir- 
sten Flagstad, Georg Pluck counts 
among his accomplishments those of 
being a pianist and, in the past, a 
music critic for an Ohio newspaper— 
all of which put together makes his 
article an authoritative one.

Part I — 

In Kristiansand, Norway, living in 
the quiet retirement of her country 
home and singing daily for her own 
pleasure, lives the greatest soprano 
that our generation thas heard. Mme. 
Kirsten Flagstad, one of the most 
eminent Wagnerian artists of histo- 
ry, is filling her years with the things 
she loves the most; peace, content- 
ment and the joy of being left to 
her own pursuits, slowly fading from 
the minds of the present and unheard 
by the youngest among us, Yet, un- 
like many of the stars to whom the 
adulation of the ,public is meat and 
drink, this friendly, gray-haired and 
dignified woman is doing exactly what 
she has chosen to do; be forgotten. 
But some of us will never forget the 
thrill of hearing that voice rolling 
like a great flood through the Metro- 
politan and the concert hall, sweep- 
ing before it everything and making 
the senses oblivious to all except its 
ravishing beauty. Now, only when she 
appears locally on the radio in her 
beloved Oslo, does the sound of that 
voice stir listeners as it used to, and 
even these excursions are infrequent 
and lessening. Soon that glorious 
sound will be heard no more. 

For the public at large a singer 
is dead when they have ceased to 
sing, but not for us who find our 
memories and our comfort in those 
phonograph records they have left us. 
Here still remains the power to 
awaken visions of other times and 
through this medium they will sing 
down through the years to those who 
otherwise would know them only as 
a name. So will it be with Flagstad, 
though in many cases as with those 
of the Golden Age the souvenirs are 
unfaithful and inadequate. Still, no

other Wagnerian singer of history 
has left us such a store-house of 
treasures, an almost embarrassment 
of riches; and these will kindle a 
flame of interest from which will 
come knowledge and enthusiasm for 
one of the greatest, if not the very 
greatest singer of our time. 

Kirsten Flagstad was born in Oslo, 
Norway, July, 1895. Her father was 
a conductor and translator, while her 
mother attained success as a pianist 
and operatic coach. The family was 
rich in musical talent, including a 
soprano sister, a cellist brother, and 
another became well known in Scan- 
dinavia as a concert pianist and con- 
ductor. Under the ordinary circum- 
stances she might have been no more 
than another member of an unusually 
gifted group, but so extraordinary 
were her endowments, and overwhelm- 
ing her ultimate acclaim, that the 
brothers, sister, mother and father 
are remembered and spoken of only 
because they are related to her. 

The familiar story of her prodigi- 
ous gifts, her rapid memory, the girl- 
hood learning of “Elsa” (uncut at 


that) at the age of ten, and all the 
rest have become a legend. The same 
is true of her early career with her 
debut at the age of eighteen in 
“Tiefland,” and the many operatic and 
operetta roles that followed. Among 
these were items such as Micaela in 
“Carmen,” Amelia in “Un Ballo in 
Mashera,” and Desdemona to the 
“Othello” of Leo Slezak. With all this 
she wag almost unknown outside of 
Scandinavia until she appeared as 
Aida and Tosca at Goteborg, followed 
by Bayreuth performances of Ortlin- 
de, the Third Norn in “Gotterdamme- 
rung,” Gutrune, and Sieglinde. It was 
after essaying these last two roles 
in the summer of 1934 that she was 
soprano soloist in the famoug per- 
formance of Beethoven’s Ninth Sym- 
phony under Dr. Richard Strauss. 
She ‘had first been called to the at- 
tention of the American public in 
articles by Oscar Thompson, though 
the far-sighted benefactor of opera, 
Otto Kahn, had suggested her for the 
Metropolitan as early as 1927. Noth- 
ing came of either of these endeav-

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ors and she was unheralded here when 
a successful audition for Gatti-Casaz- 
za at St. Moritz brought about at 
last the long overdue Metropolitan 
engagement. The usually alert gen- 
eral-manager did not know what he 
had however, and had only been ariv- 
en to the point of a contract by the 
hasty withdrawal of Frida Leider. 
What a shock it must have been when 
her debut as Sieglinde, February 2, 
1935, was one of the most sensational 
triumphs in the history of the Amer- 
ican stage. 

Through the years of development 
and comparative obscurity her tife 
had been filled with work, familv, 
friends, and two men. The first, 
Sigurd Hall, the father of her only 
child, Elsa, and the grandfather of 
her little grandson who is his name- 
sake. After this union ended in di- 
vorce, she fell in love and married 
the wealthy lumber tycoon, Henry 
Johansen, the cause of many of her 
happiest and also most agonizing 
hours. These days are not really clear 
to us even now, though they have 
been treated in a biography written 
with the help of the singer. Mme. 
Flagstad herself expressed to me her 
desire for forgetfulness and seclusion, 
as well as a general dislike of all 
that had been written about her. She 
believes that the private life of an 
artist is his or her personal property 
and not to be gazed at by the public. 
Human curiosity being what it is, 
however, it is doubtful if she will 
ever fully gain her wish, for it is my 
understanding that Mr. Bernard 
Miles, her friend for whom she sang 
those many performances of Dido in 
England, is preparing another biog- 
raphy, and there may be still more 
to follow. 

I do not think it would be amiss 
to say that during her sensational 
American career her impersonations 
included the three Briinnhildes, Kun- 
dry, Elsa, Elisabeth, Senta, Sieglin- 
de, Isolde, Leonora in “Fidelio,” and 
her final and unforgettable “Alces- 
te.” This limited repertoire is only a 
small indication of what she could 
and did do, however, for even in the 
same years she sang Rezia in ‘“Obe- 
ron” and Rodelinda in the Handel 
opera abroad. The dropping of the 
proposed Norma at the Metropolitan 
was a major loss, as certainly no 
Priestess since Ponselle has offered 
any such potential. Sufficient to say 
that the amplitude and expanse of 
her accomplishments have not been 
matched in our generation, and even 
to the apathetic she must rank with 
the truly great singers of all time. 

Unlike many others, Mme. Flagstad 
has never dreaded the process of 
making records and still more un- 
usual, has practically always enjoyed 
the finished results. I might say that 
this holds true even on recordings that 
certain critics have felt did not do 
her justice. If this is due to the old 
theory that we cannot hear ourselves 
as we actually sound, or if her ears 
are more acutely tuned to her own 
instrument, I do not know. This is 
not meant to imply that she found 
all the issued discs equally satisfac- 
tory or representative, but only that 
there were none that she would deem 
really below a standard that could 
pass her approval.

Certainly few of us possess those 
very rare and early examples of her 
voice released in Norway and Sweden 
during the acoustical era by now de- 
funct companies. More of us do per- 
haps rate at least representation of 
the later Swedish HMV’s but even 
these must be termed scarce as their 
circulation was small. This reminds 
me of something Mme. Flagstad tola 
me recently when I was discussing 
the procuring of her records in her 
native land. “It is impossible to find 
any of my records here,” she said, 
“for we are only allowed to sell items 
that are produced in the country, 
therefore the only recorded music is 
of dance bands.” This is a strange 
twist indeed, that the homeland of 
the singer should be devoid of the 
best examples of her art. I’m afraid 
it won’t be very encouraging to U.S. 
record collectors planning a Scandi- 
navian jaunt either. The early rec- 
ords of which I spoke are composed 
almost entirely of folk-songs or lieder 
by native composers, and even a com- 
plete list of these is impossible, for 
even the singer does not remember 
all the small companies or the selec- 
tions recorded. The one thing I had 
hoped for many years was that per- 
haps there was at least a sprinkling 
of the Italian arias (sung in Ger- 
man or Norwegian, of course) in the 
list. Mme. Flagstad has assured me, 
however, that such was not the case. 
This is indeed a sad disappointment 
for that is the phase of her career 
that was so neglected after her ini- 
tial success here. Few of us were 
privileged to hear her performances 
of Tosca. Nedda in “Pagliacci.” Mimi 
in “Bohéme.” Minnie in the “Girl of 
the Golden West,” etc., but even the 
mention of the roles must give an 
indication of what we have missed. 

After these recording ventures we 
come to the more easily obtainable 
English HMV’s made prior to her 
American début. These are not to be 
confused with the great flood of post- 
war issues from the same source, and 
even all of these are far from com- 
mon. 





GRACE NOTES

The American Gramophone Society 
is active again. Three cheers and a 
sigh of relief! And not only because 
of the wonderful 78 r.p.m, items all 
will now be able to acquire; but also 
because I will no longer be asked: 
“What happened to A.G.S.?—some- 
thing, I assure you, I knew as little 
about as everyone else. 

But now all’s well again. The late- 
est list No. 407 has been sent out, 
bearing in the first place the two love- 
ly Flagstad 10-inch 1929 discs rec- 
orded in Oslo: A.G.S.A. 34—Saeter- 
jentens Sondag (Bull)/Lykken Mel- 
lem to Mennesker (Alneas) and 
A.G.S.A, 35—Sne (Lie)/Peer Gynt: 
Solveigs Sang (Grieg), Then there is 
that prize for which nota few sighed 
after I mentioned it in this depart- 
ment: Vanni-Marcoux’ very artistic 
Elle ne m’aime pas and Je Dormirai 
dans mon manteau royal from Don 
Carlos (12-inch A.G.S.B. 85); as well 
as the rare 1913 Battistini 10-inch 
Favorita: Vien Leonora and Dei ne- 
mici tuoi lo sdegno (both for the first 
time on a double-sided disc, A.G.S.A. 
31), followed by his equally scarce 
10-inch 1923 Ballo in Maschera: Alla 
vita and Don Giovanni: Deh, vient 
alla finestra (A.G.S.A. 30). The lat- 
ter side, according to matrix number, 
is Battistini’s last recording, made 
when he wag in his late sixties and 
looking approximately like the photo- 
graph accompanying this article. Both 
these discs are most eloquent exam- 
ples of the great baritone’s voice, ten 
years apart in the sunset of his life. 


* * * 


The planned Allegro Royale Mar- 
tinelli LP, about which I recently 
wrote, promises to be the introduc- 
tion to items by the celebrated tenor, 
which we Martinelli collectors hard- 
ly ever expected to hear. Among them 
are an unreleased 1929 Trovatore: 
Di quella pira, 1948 Fanciulla del 
West: Ch’ella mi creda, 1956 O Solo 
Mio and Madame Sans-Géne: Ah, non 
guardarm e taci!, and (surprise of 
surprises!) the Victor 1935 unpub- 
lished Parlami d’Amore, Mariu, Ron- 
dine al Nido, By the Bend of the River 
and Because—for which Allegro Roy- 
ale has acquired the rights, And this 
is not all—other sensational numbers 
never done by Martinelli on records 
before are being considered. It is pos- 
sible that by the time this article 
appears in October HOBBIES, the LP 
will already be completed; but more 
about it when the remaining selec- 
tions are decided upon.

VII Was Alexander “Atwood 
Twitchell”? 

Having told the little that is known 
about George Alexander’s family his- 
tory, his life and death, let us pro- 
ceed to a consideration of his rec- 
ords. First, though, I must mention 
a “wild surmise” that has struck me 
since the earlier pages of this sketch

were written in the first few days 
of September, 1955. 

For virtually ever since I can re- 
member, my parent’s record collec- 
tion included a badly cracked nine- 
inch single-faced Zon-o-phone of a 
sentimental] ballad, “Jennie Lee,” sung 
by “Mr, Atwood Twitchell.” The disc 
has the black center with white let- 
tering that characterized all Zon-o- 
phones until paper labels were sub- 
stituted in 1903—presumably as a re- 
sult of Victor’s acquiring the old 
Universal Talking Machine Company, 
which had begun making Zon-o-phone 
records in 1901. (See Roland Gelatt’s 
fascinating new book, “The History 
of the Phonograph,” for a lucid expla- 
nation of the interlocking of the Ber- 
liner, Victor and Zon-o-phone con- 
cerns). Although the record has such 
a wide crack that only a few words 
can be understood when it is played, 
I have never thrown it away, largely 
because I have been bemused by the 
mystery surrounding Atwood Twit- 
chell. “Jenny Lee,” which was written 
by Arthur J. Lamb and Harry Von 
Tilzer and published by Shapiro, Bern- 
stein, Von Tilzer and Company in 
1902, remained the only record I had 
ever seen by Twitchell until I came 
across Zon-o-phone No. 933, “The Ho- 
ly ‘City,” 15 years ago while rum- 
maging through Jack Caidin’s record

shop in New York City. To this day 
I have never seen any others or 
found them listed in print. 

Who was Atwood Twitchell? That 
I have wondered over and over. Man 
years ago I wrote to my faithful, 
already mentioned friend, Frank Do- 
rian, and asked him ‘if he knew of such 
a singer in the early 1900’s. Mr. Dori- 
an replied he had never heard of 
any baritone named Twitchell, and 
had referred my question to his Co- 
lumbia associate, J. O. Prescott, whose 
brother, F, M. Prescott, had been in- 
strumental in founding the Zon-o- 
phone business. “If anybody now liv- 
ing would know about Atwood Twit- 
chell; “Mr. Dorian wrote, “Mr. ‘Pres- 
cott should. But he says he never 
heard of anyone with that name.” | 

Other inquiries proved equally fruit- 
less and I decided “Atwood Twit- 
chell” must have been an assumed 
name for one of the established re- 
cording baritones. 

But which? For a time I leaned 
strongly toward the English singer, 
Alan Turner, who spent much time in 
American recording studios. Singers 
of the acoustic era were fond of us- 
ing noms de disques whose sound or 
initials resembled their real names 
(as witness Elsie Baker calling her- 
self Edna Brown and Gladys Rice 
reversing her initials and becoming 
Rachel Grant), and it probably was 
more than a coincidence, I thought, 
that Alan Turner and Atwood ‘Twit- 
chell had the same jnitial letters. 
Fred Hager, who was in charge of 
Zon-o-phone’s early recording activ- 
ities, told me he believed Turner sang 
for the company and did some an- 
nouncing, although John Kaiser was 
the chief announcer, I thought I de- 
tected traces of Turner’s characteris- 
tic intonations and accent in Twit- 
chell’s singing, as best I could judge 
by one badly cracked and one seri- 
ously worn record. I still thaven’t 
given Alan Turner up as a possibil- 
itv, but ag best I can learn Turner 
did no American recording until 1906. 
That would leave him out as the 1902 
Twitchell. : 

More recently I have toyed with 
the idea that the late Emilio de Go- 
gorza might be responsible for the 
Twitchell recordings. After all, Emi- 
lio wasn’t above singing “The Holy 
City” and probably wouldn’t have 
caviled. either, at “Jennie Lee.” He 
made Victor and Zon-o-phone_ rec- 
ords under such names sas Carlos 
Francisco, Herbert Goddard, M. Fer- 
nand and Ed. Franklin—so why not 
Atwood Twitchell? By shifting the 
speed of “The Holy City” to what I 
hoped was the right number of revo- 
lutions, I thought I detected a resem- 
blance to de Gogorza’s voice. Again,

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thought seemed to come out of no- 
where: Wasn’t George Alexander the 
most likely candidate for the Twit- 
chell title?—always assuming there 
really was not, as there may have 
been, a singer by that name. The 
Twitchell records appear to have been 
issued shortly before the Alexander 
name appeared in the Zon-o-phone 
catalog, and it may be that Clifford 
Wiley at first for purposes of dis- 
guise chose to call himself Atwood 
Twitchell before becoming the _bet- 
ter known George Alexander. Twit- 
chell’s name doesn’t appear in the old- 
est Zon-o-phone catalog I have—the 
date is June, 1905—and “Jenny Lee,” 
which apparently didn’t sell, has been 
expunged. But there ig a record of 
“The Holy City,” sung by George 
Alexander! Either in 1903 or 1904, 
the Zon-o-phone seven and nine-inch 
records were renumbered apparently 
so that the new 10-inch series could 
begin with No. 1), and the smalier 
records were shifted to the 5,000 
group. Perhaps those remained in the 
catalog were remade by the Victor 
process and there was later some al- 
tering of speeds, but a great many 
stayed in the active list under new 
numbers until the seven and nine- 
inch discs were discontinued a year 
or so later. What more natural than 
for the company to have transferred 
“Twitchell’s” recording of the pop- 
ular Stephen Adams composition to 
the new 5,000 series and catalogued it 
under Wiley’s new assumed name of 
Alexander? 

One thing is obvious, The Alexan- 
der records didn’t begin to appear 
until after the older numbers had 
been given up for the new. In trans- 
ferring the numbering system, rec-

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ords already in the catalog were 
grouped in blocks. Band_ selections 
were numbered from 5000 to 5119; 
orchestra, 5120 to 5218; duets by Col- 
lins and Harlan from 5440 to 5452, 
etc, But after a group of Dan Quinn 
records (5574 to 5578), the dises re- 
ceive numbers regardless of the clas- 
sification into which they fall. Alexan- 
der’s first, 5589, is “Believe.” His 
name should appear only on Zon-o- 
phones with the paper label and _ the 
trumpets and harp trademark. Those 
of Twitchell, on the other hand, will 
be met with solely on the black-and- 
white etched type. Hence, it appears 
reasonable that the mysterious “Alex- 
ander” was the successor to the even 
more mysterious “Twitchell.” 

De Gogorza doesn’t appear in the 
1905 Zono catalog. The only other 
baritones engaged by the company 
whose repertoires were like Twit- 
chell’s were J. J. Fisher, James F. 
Harrison, John W. Myers and Frank 
C, Stanley, and Twitchell’s tone pro- 
duction methods could never have been 
mistaken for those of Stanley, My- 
ers or Harrison. I know too little of 
Fisher to deliver a positive pronounce- 
ment, but a 1904 Columbia Record 
seems to dispose of him as a possibil- 
ity. It says that he had just returned 
to record making after several years 
spent in other business, and was 
“singing better than ever.” Presum- 
ably, then, he wasn’t recording in the 
Twitchell era of 1901-02. Until there 
is evidence to the contrary—and I 
shall welcome Atwood Twitchell infor- 
mation of any kind from any source— 
I shall please myself with the pos- 
sibility that Twitchell was merely a 
try-out for the Baltimore baritone who 
became internationally noted as 
“George Alexander,” even though al- 
most none of his admirers knew who 
he actually was, 

After typing the foregoing, I got 
out a magnifying glass and submitted 
to a searching scrutiny the only two 
nine-inch Zon-o-phone records with 
paper labels which I have by Alex- 
ander. And I found something that 
strengthens my belief he began his 
recording career as Twitchell. As al- 
ready mentioned, the label number 
of “Jenny Lee” is 1123. Well, the 
number, of Alexander’s “Home, Sweet 
Home” under the new system is 5680, 
but the original number, 1192, is 
etched into the smooth material sur- 
rounding the label, That makes it ob- 
vious Alexander was singing for Zon- 
o-phone shortly after Twitchell’s of- 
ferings appeared. Alexander’s version 
of “Always in the Way,” a ‘Charles 
K. Harris “child ballad” issued in 
1903, has a label number of 5798, 
a, original recording number is 


If anyone has a nine-inch Zon-o- 
phone record of “The Holy City,” (No. 
5757), sung bv Alexander, and finds 
the original “Twitchell number,” 933, 
scratched into the inner rim, that 
should just about make the Alexan- 
der-Twitchell-Clifford Wiley identifi- 
cation complete. Now let’s turn to a 
consideration of George Alexander’s 
records. 


VIII Records by Clifford Wiley 

As far as careful checking has re- 
vealed, the assumed name of George 
Alexander didn’t appear in any Amer- 


ican record list before 1902. Some of 
the songs he recorded were written 
at an earlier period. Dr. Alfred Ro- 
byn’s “Answer,” for instance, goes 
back to 1885, and the Alexander list 
was largely composed of “standard” 
numbers of even greater antiquity, 
but none of the so-called “popular” 
selections he recorded became known 
before 1902 or some time in 1901. 
Alexander’s name is missing from 
the 1901 and 1902 Victor catalogs. 
Columbia didn’t begin to make discs 
until 1902, when it bought the busi- 
ness of the Globe Record Company 
and issued several hundred Globe re- 
cordings, identified in their new guise 
as “Climax Records, made by the G. 
R. ‘Co. for the Columbia Phonograph 
Co.” Zon-o-phone was a struggling 
beginner in 1901 and soon got into 
financial difficulties that suspended 
its operations for several months. 
Alexander doesn’t show up in its lists 
with any songs, other than “stand- 
ard” numbers, published before 1902. 
Apparently he began making Zon-o- 
phone and Columbia records at about 
the same time, for identical titles 
frequently appear in the lists I am 
appending at tne end of this sketch. 

Incidentally, included in the lst 
are three discs I doubt are by Alex- 
ander, although he made Columbia 
cylinders of the same selections. Ques- 
tion that he was recording early 
enough to sing Nos. 10, 302 and 657, 
which probably were pressed from 
original Globe Record masters. How- 
ever, since the Columbia cylinder cat- 
alog does contain titles of those num- 
bers by Alexander, I’m giving him the 
benefit of the doubt and placing (?) 
after the disc numbers. I ‘have aiready 
explained that until Columbia began 
making double-faced records, the cata- 
log didn’t give names of singers but 
only identified their voice quality. 

The first ‘Columbia disc definitely 
identified as by Alexander jis 1098, 
“Three Roses Red.” The number clear- 
ly indicates a 1902 record, since one 
of the earliest duets by Collins and 
Harlan, who began their recording 
association that year, is 1141, “Clos- 
ing Time in a Country Grocery.” 
““hree Roses Red”’ is followed by 1099, 
“Entreaty” and 1100, “The Rosary.” 
Already the type of song by which 
“George Alexander” was to be typed 
has been established Columbia was 
using him for good “safe,” conserva- 
tive numbers that didn’t display the 
extreme range and power of his voice. 
And, like his great tenor contem- 
porary, Henry Burr, who also began 
in 1902, he was to be called on fre- 
quently for recordings of hymns, It 
may be said he was Columbia’s “bari- 
tone gospel singer,’ just as Burr was 
the “sacred tenor,” and Harry An- 
thony and James F. Harrison were 
the “gospel duo.” 

Alexander, however, is shown sing- 
ing occasional comic opera numbers, 
such as “The Toreador” and “The 
‘Coo Song,” the latter from Ross and 
Monckton’s “Country Girl.” Occasion- 
ally he was allowed to tackle some- 
thing more difficult, including the 
Drinking Song from “Martha” (which 
he sang on a cylinder though I doubt 
his making the disc) and “The Publi- 
can” fondly recalled by his old friend 
and associate, Mr. Klinefelter. Note 
that he sang, among others, “An- 
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swer,” “The Coo Song,” “A Dream of 
Paradise,” “The Drinking Song from 
‘Martha,’” and “The Toreador Song” 
for both 'Columbia and Zon-o-phone. In 
fact, there are two “Toreador Songs” 
in the Zono list. They aren’t differen- 
tiated, but probably one is from “Car- 
men” and the other from Francis Wil- 
son’s comic opera, “The Toreador.” 

I have a personal interest in two 
of Alexander’s Columbia records. His 
rendition of “My Old Kentucky 
Home,” with a spoken announcement, 
is one of the first discs I can remem- 
ber hearing. And when I heard the 
cylinder of “Mighty Lak’ a Rose,” it 
seemed to me the announcer (who 
may or may not have been Alexan- 
der himself) started to announce it 
as an Edison record, but after say- 
ing “Edi--” changed to 'Columbia. As 
far as I know, however, Alexander 
never sang for Edison. When I men- 
tioned the apparent announcing “goof” 
to Frank Dorian, he replied he 
couldn’t see how the experts who test- 
ed Columbia records before they went 
into market could have overlooked a 
stumbling announcement that began 
as “Edison” and ended as ‘“Colum- 
bia,” and indicated his belief I was 
mistaken. “But,” the genial old gen- 
tleman humorously added, “plenty of 
funny things happened in the record 
business in those old days” (For the 
sake of preserving a historical fact, 
it may be worth mentioning here that 
Mr. Dorian’s wife, Mrs, Mary Dorian, 
was the first person hired by the pio- 
neer Columbia Company when it 
opened its offices in Washington in 
1889. She may still be living. She 
was, half a dozen years ago). 

IX The Baltimore Baritone’s 


Victor Records 


George Alexander made only a few 
Victor records, although of course Zon- 
o-phone was owned and its output 
anonymously controlled by Victor 
from 1903 until the name was aban- 
doned some ten years later. The bari- 
tone’s first Victors came out in the 
September, 1903, bulletin, with this 
comment: “Mr, Alexander is a well 
known concert singer and robust 
baritone who sings with intelligence 
and taste.” His first two Victors 
were 2414, “Thy Beaming Eyes” 
(MacDowell) and 2415 “Under the 
Rose” (Hawley), which he had al- 
ready sung for Zono and Columbia. 
During the next few months he made 
six others, but they apparently lacked 
the popularity of his ‘Columbia and 
Zonophone offerings. 

Only two—‘Danny Deever” . and 
“One Sweetly Solemn Thought”? — 
survived into the 1906 catalog. All 
were gone by 1908, with none moving 
on into the double-faced era. What 
happened to the masters is a mystery. 
A mimeographed Victor list issued 
more than 20 years ago, listing the 
single-faced Black Label recordings 
of which the masters were still safe 
in the vaults, includes only one by 
Alexander—“‘The Toreador Song” — 


from the comic opera, not “Carmen.” 


X More About the Columbias 
But if Alexander’s Victor experi- 
ence was a failure, he was a bril- 
liant success with Columbia. I have

Alexander’s records as among the 
choicest in our catalog. 

January, 1906—John Howard Pay- 
ne’s “Home, Sweet Home” ... is 
sung by Mr. George Alexander. (His) 
careful and brilliant work is the ideal 
of vocal excellence for the grapho- 
phone ... The sentiment is given 
with peculiar tenderness. 

April, 1906—Mr, George Alexander’s 
rich baritone voice is universally ap- 
preciated. 

July, 1906—Mr. George Alexander, 
the great baritone, appears this month 
in three splendid records. 

October, 1906—One of the most pop- 
ular baritones of today is Mr. George 
Alexander. (The November issue men- 
tioned Alexander’s “noble baritone.’’) 

January, 1907—“In the Gloaming” 
- +. by one of the most captivating 
— on record, George Alexan- 
er, 


Yet, in spite of this praise The 

Record never devoted any space to 
telling something of Alexander’s life 
and personality as it had done about 
Henry Burr, Vess Ossman, Bob Rob- 
erts, J, J. Fisher and others. No pho- 
tograph of the baritone appeared un- 
ti] the April, 1907 issue. The inference 
is irresistible that the concert sing- 
er, Wiley, although not averse to re- 
ceiving additional income as a record- 
ing artist, preferred to conceal, as far 
as possible, his identity with “George 
Alexander.” 
_ Meanwhile, the sands of his record- 
ing career were about to run out. 
There is an unfortunate gap in my 
Columbia supplements between the 
August, 1907 issue, in which Alex- 
ander is represented by two records, 
and the first catalog of double-faced 
discs, issued early in 1909. Somewhere 
in that period, owing no doubt to 
the illness that was creeping upon 
him, Clifford Alexander Wiley ceased 
to make ‘Columbia records. His Zon-o- 
phone career had already closed with 
the issuance of a few ten-inch single- 
faced discs in 1906. All the double- 
faced Columbias, which remained a 
prominent part of the catalog for 
years and a few of which were re- 
tained after the advent of electric 
recording, were taken from previously 
listed single-faced offerings. As time 
went on, George Alexander became 
more and more a man of mystery and 
few of the Columbia patrons who 
bought his records consistently year 
after year knew the mellow-voiced 
baritone had died, after a lingering 
illness in 1918. 


XI The Summing Up 

As I prepare to sum up and con- 
clude this survey of Clifford Alexan- 
der Wiley’s recording career, 


Sev- 


eral random thoughts occur. 

First Wiley (or Alexander) was 
what I call, in no derogatory sense, 
a “lone wolf”, That is, lhe worked on 
records with no one beside himself. 
He never took part in duets, though 
he and Henry Burr probably would 
have made a fine pair, and he did 
not sing in quartets. I can’t even re- 
call his ever being assisted by a chor- 
us. Aside from one dubious instance, 
to be mentioned a bit later, I can 
think of no example of his being asso- 
ciated in record making with anyone 
else, That, no doubt, is the chief rea- 
son why his contemporaries who sur- 
vived him seemed to know nothing 
about him. 

Because of the blank spaces in my 
Columbia files between August, 1907, 
and early 1909, I do not represent the 
list of Alexander cylinders and discs 
which follows this article to be abso- 
lutely complete, but it is very nearly 
so. As an indication of the relative 
popularity of his double-faced rec- 
ords, I have broken them down into 
classes. One shows records which ap- 
peared in the first double-faced com- 
pilation in 1909, but which, because 
of declining sales, had been discon- 
tinued by 1912. (In a few instances 
they had been re-coupled with more 
appropriate companions and given 
new numbers). Then there iis a group 
which, because of still dwindling 
sales, couldn’t make the grade in 
1918. After that come the staunch 
sellers that survived into 1913. 

Carrying this breakdown further, 
we find that in 1929, four years after 
the introduction of electric recording, 
time had taken its toll and only one 
Alexander record was left, A236, 
“Abide With Me.” By 1933, when 'Co- 
lumbia issued its pitifully thin cata- 
log of Royal Blue records, even that 
was gone. Thus, no George Alexan- 
der record has been offered for gen- 
eral sale, aside from those obtainable 
from dealers in second-hand stocks, 
for more than 20 years. 

Going down the list of double-faced 
couplings, I am amused by some of 
the wildly inappropriate matings Co- 
lumbia saw fit to give Alexander’s 
performances. What was the idea of 
coupling his sonorous rendition of Vic- 
tor Herbert’s “I Want What I Want 
When I Want It” with Arthur Col- 
lins’ “Parson and the Turkey”? The 
two songs were on entirely different 
planes. A champion bit of perhaps 
unconscious comedy may be detected 
in the teaming of Alexander’s “Let 
Me Like a Soldier Fall” with Lew 
Dockstader’s famous rendition of “Ev- 
erybody Works But Father.” “Love 
Abiding” doesn’t seem to go well with 
“Tt Just Can’t Make My Eyes Be- 
Ihave,” by Ada Jones; “Bendemeer’s 
Stream” is not a natural companion 
of an.obscure popular song, “Make 
Believe”; “Home, Sweet Home” is 
grotesquely unsuited to mating with 
“Reuben and Cynthia”; and “The Min- 
strel Boy” has nothing in common 
with “Down on the Brandywine.” 

Most of the couplings that sur- 
vived to 1913 and later are suitable 
enough, but “America” doesn’t go 
very well with Henry Burr’s “Sweet- 
est Girl in Dixie” (the latter was re- 
made in 1917 and coupled with Burr 
singing “Little Alabama Coon”); 
“Dearie” has nobusiness being on the 
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other side of “The Rambler Min- 
strels” and “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner” could have had a more suitable 
companion than “In the Valley of Ken- 
tucky.” Why, indeed, weren’t ‘‘Amer- 
ica” and “The Star Spangled Banner” 
coupled unless the idea was to make 
a customer buy two records if he want- 
ed both of the two great American 
patriotic airs? 

But the most amazing piece of gro- 
tesquerie in the lot is one of the rec- 
ords that couldn’t make it to 1912: 
No. A444, which put into partnership 
“Killarney” with “The May Song,” 
sung (in Greek) by the Royal Greek 
Quartet. In the entire history of the 
phonograph business is there a more 
side-splitting piece of mismating? 
Critics who give some of the Edison 
Diamond Dises top honors for inap- 
propriate couplings should first ex- 
amine George Alexander’s double- 
faced Columbia list before awarding 
the championship! 

Although he made phonograph ‘his- 
tory, “George Alexander’s” active 
recording career covered only five 
years. And there is a sad indication 
in the double-faced list that Columbia 
felt there would be no new Alexander 
records. In an apparent effort to 
space his recordings as far as pos- 
sible, each was coupled with a selec- 
tion by some other singer or singers. 
I haven’t found any double-faced rec- 
ord of which both sides were sung by 
Alexander. Apparently none of his 
Zon-o-phone records was taken into 
the double-faced Zono list. Few would 
have been suitable, since most were 
in the seven, or nine-inch size. 


XII In Conclusion 

I have just come across a letter, 
dated February 9, 1955, from the vet- 
eran Merrill, Wisconsin, Edison deal- 
er, Clarence A. Ferguson. He re- 
minds me that, seemingly several 
years after ill health compelled him 
to quit singing for 'Columbia, Alex- 
ander made one four-minute cylinder 
for the U. §. Everlasting Company. 
The number was 1254, and the title, 
“Lorna,” a song which he had pre- 
viously recorded several years before. 

Mr. Ferguson also told me some- 
thing I didn’t know, that Alexander 
made one or more cylinders for a 
Jewish firm in New York (he didn’t 
remember the firm’s exact name), 
“who hired singers in the summer 
when all the theaters were closed. 
They sold the masters to Columbia 
and Lambert. They just gave the 
name of the song, but not any name 
of the record company. He made one 
for them that I am sure of—“Riding 
on the New Electric Car’”—but never 
gave his name, just the name of the 
song.” 

So says Clarence Ferguson. Since 
I know nothing of the activities of 
the firm he mentioned, I have not 
been able to include any George Alex- 
ander records it issued in my list. 

I said there was one possible ex- 
ample of the baritone’s having worked 
with another artist. In the Talking 
Machine World for November 15, 
1910, is a list of new vertical-cut rec- 
ords, played| with a sapphire and is- 
sued by the Sonora Company. I’ve 
never seen any of these discs, but 
they probably were made for Sonora 
during a few months by the Phono- 
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‘Cut Record Company, which the - 
eran Fred Hager was operatin 
Boston for a Massachusetts mil! a 
aire. One coupled two “Uncle Josh” 
specialties. The “B” side was “Uncle 
Josh and the Sailor,” by our familiar 
friend, Cal Stewart. The “A” side 
is listed as “Uncle Joseph at the Den- 
tist’s,” by “Stewart and Alexander.” 
Clifford Alexander Wiley during his 
entire phonograph career never had 
done spoken comedy work, but it’s 
— that in this instance, Stew- 
art asked him, because of his deep 
voice, to take the part of the aentiat 
who mistakenly pulled a tooth “Uncle 
Josh” would have preferred to keep. 

And so, on that puzzling and rather 
depressing fade-out, we have reached 
the end of the story of Clifford Wi- 
ley, who probably had no idea, ag he 
lay dying more than 40 years ago, 

t the events of his life would 
some day provide mental. stimulation 
for record collectors and cause one 
of them at least to go to a great 
deal of work and worry in trying to 
trace the details of his, by this time, 
obscure career, However, in spite of 
my regret that the Maryland singer 
had to be ill for years and died when 
he should have had a long and pros- 
perous career ahead of him, I am 
glad I have been able to learn enough 
about him to share what I have 
learned with the readers of HOB- 
BIES. Now, perhaps I shall be able, 
one of these days, to do appropriate 
justice to other elusive biographical 
subjects such as Corinne Morgan, 
= D’Almaine and John J. Kim- 
Wiel. s. « 

And just one reminder in closing: 
If you know ANYTHING about At- 
wood Twitchell—whether he was, or 
was not, “George Alexander,’ I’d like 
to hear "from you!

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CIRCUSIANA 


By DANA STEVENS 


QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 


Q: Did P. T. Barnum ever move his 
circus into the midwestern part of the 
country ? 

A: Yes, in 1888 the New Barnum 
and London shows played Topeka, 
Kansas, on September 14. His adver- 
tising for this venture was quite ex- 
tensive, and he left no word unturned 
to impress on the midwesterners that 
they would see a wonderful attraction. 
According: to Barnum an entirely new 
show had to be organized and equip- 
ped because of a fire that had destroy- 
ed the old Barnum show. Some of 
the features were a wild Moorish 
caravan, Paris Olympia Hippodrome, 
artificial lake of water, monster horse 
fair with 380 head of horses, Jumbo 
and his big skeleton Algerian dancing 
girls, an aquarium with amphibious 
animals, an aviary of tropical birds, 
sixty-four cars, four trains, 720 peo- 
ple, and 125 acts. A parade was 
scheduled for nine o’clock in the morn- 
ing. 


Q: Do you know anything about a 
woman performer named Josie De- 
Mott? 

A: Josie DeMott was one of the 
famous DeMott circus family. She 
was the second woman bareback rider 
to do a back somersault on a moving 
horse. Her aunt, a Mollie Brown, is 
credited with doing this stunt first. 
For many years, Mrs. Robinson, Josie 
DeMott, was a featured rider with the 
Orrin Brothers, the John Robinson 
and Barnum and Bailey circuses. Her 
last appearance as a circus performer 
was in 1936 with Billy Rose’s “Jumbo” 
at the Hippodrome in New York City. 


Q: Now that the Ringling Bros. 
Circus will be little more than an 
indoor show what do you think circus 
fans will miss the most about it? 

A: Each fan seems to have had 
his own special liking for the “Big 
One.” I think the main thing that will 
be missed is the great spread of can- 
vas that seemed to transform every 
vacant lot into a wonder city for a 
brief few hours. To most circus fans, 
a circus performance just naturally 
seems to sparkle more under circus 
canvas. 


Q: What is meant by a “Yankee 
Robinson” circus lot? 

A: The room to plot a Yankee Ro- 
binson is every lot superintendent’s 
dream. It means that a circus can be 
set up on a straightaway layout with 
the midway, side show, and big top 
visible to the customers. The remain- 
der of the circus can be staked out 
in the privacy of the “back yard.” 


Q: Is Merle Evans still with the 
Ringling show? 

A: No, Mr. Evans is no longer 
band director on the Ringling Show. 
During the more than thirty years he 
served with this show he established 
an enviable record of never missing a 
performance.. Merle Evans was born 
in Columbus, Kansas. He made Wich- 
ita his home in the late teens and 
early 20’s. 


Q: When is the cookhouse set up 
on a circus lot? 

A: As quickly as possible. Nor- 
mally the first wagons to reach a 
circus lot carry the kitchen and cook- 
house. The circus like an army, tra- 
vels on its stomach. Some cookhouses 
are more elaborate than others. It 
all depends on the size of the circus. 
The Ringling show, for example, had 
a 142-man cookhouse crew and its 
equipment was loaded on 14 red wag- 
ons. The dining tent was a 56 by 200- 
foot one. 


Q: How many yards of canvas 
would be in a circus tent? 

A: Size would be the determining 
factor for yardage of course. I think 
the Ringling show big top was sup- 
posed to have been composed of 76,000 
yards of canvas. Around 73 miles of 
rope was required to hold up the 
circus. 


Q: Do circus performers have any 
particular name for a circus trunk? 

A: A circus trunk is a “keyster” or 
a “turkey.” 


2: What is the worst obstacle cir- 
cus people face in their travels? 

A: Mud is one of the most formid- 
able obstacles. It snarls up the wheels 
of circus wagons until elephants must 
be called up to free the wagons. Wet 
weather puts a damper on business. 
Dampness is bad for monkeys, apes, 
giraffes, and cat animals, which are 
subject to throat and lung troubles. 
And wet weather means that canvas 
triples its weight when wet. 


Q: Was the Ringling show ever 
without a band? I saw the circus 
during the last war and it seems to 
me I missed seeing their famous cir- 
cus band. 

A: During this show’s Philadelphia 
engagement, in June, 1942, the band 
was paid off and let go because of 
demands for higher pay by the musi- 
cian’s union. Records were used for 
the rest of the season in place of a 


band. 
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Who is the man most famous 
for working bears in an act? 

A: Emil Pallenberg would prob- 
ably get the nod in this department. 
His bear act has been well-known and 
highly admired throughout the circus 
world for more than 45 years. Mr. 
Pallenberg originated many of the 
tricks that have now become standard 
for bear acts. He made his first pro- 
fessional appearance in Germany in 
1908. He and his wife retired from 
circus life about seven years ago. 


Q: Was the Seils-Sterling Circus 
a fairly large one? 

A: Yes, indeed. In its prime it was 
one of the largest motorized shows 
on tour. In September of 1938 its 
animals and equipment were auction- 
ed off, and thus ended the colorful 
history of a great circus that first 
took to the road in 1920. 


Q: Did Ken Maynard, the movie 
cowboy star, ever have a circus? 

A: Maynard’s show was patterned 
after the 101 Ranch style wild west 
performances. The quarters were set 
up at the Metropolitan Air Port in 
Van Nuys, California, fairly near 
Maynard’s ranch. The show was 
moved to the Maynard ranch with the 
idea of giving weekend performances. 
The opening performance was given 
May 2, 1936. The show never actually 
took to the road, although plans were 
made to do so. It was placed in bank- 
ruptcy and most of the equipment 
was sold. Ken Maynard signed with 
the Cole Bros. Circus as the after- 
show feature in 1937 and 1938. 


Q: When did clowns first make 
their appearance in the United 
States? 

A: Clowns, so important a part of 
any modern circus, started as strolling 
entertainers in the early days of the 
American colonies. They often sup- 
plemented their antics with rope and 
sword dancing. An early troupe ap- 
peared on the outskirts of Philadel- 
phia in 1724, with the first recorded 
clown, a man called Pickle Herring. 


Q: Is there any truth in the story 
that an elephant brought Bailey and 
Barnum together as circus owners? 

A: A baby elephant is said to be 
the reason for the partnership of 
James A. Bailey and P. T. Barnum 
in 1880. Bailey had one of the small 
animals for his circus, which was the 
first of its kind in America, and Bar- 
num wanted it so badly that he offer- 
ed tremendous sums of money for it. 
Bailey would not sell, however, but 
out of negotiations for the baby ele- 
phant came partnership and the es- 
tablishment of the great Barnum and 
Bailey Circus. 


Q: Where do circus 
come from? 

A: Circus elephants, almost with- 
out exception, come from India. The 
African elephants are larger in size 
but much more difficult to handle. 
They have been used most generally 
for display purposes only with Amer- 
ican circuses.

early nineteenth century as is seen in 
his works. He later settled down to 
a long and busy life as a portrait 
painter in Philadelphia. 

Cropsey and Church were contem- 
porary American painters of the Hud- 
son River School whose approach was 
characterized by careful attention to 
detail and complete fidelity to nature. 
Works by these painters as well as 
Sully, help to fill out a collection of 
nineteenth century American paint- 
ings for which the Newark Museum is 
noted. Presently on view in the ex- 
hibition “Faraway Places” the Crop- 
sey and Church are entitled respec- 
tively, “Greenwood Lake” and “Sun- 
set” — the former, a New Jersey 
scene, is the gift of Mrs- Hilda Pot- 
ter in memory of Eleanor B. Gifford 
The latter is a purchase from the 
Wallace M. Scudder Bequest. 

The painting by Shaw, entitled 
“American Forest Scenery,” depicting 
some defeated Indians watching the 
progress of an enemy near Reedy Ri- 
ver in South Carolina, also helps fill 
out the Museum’s nineteenth century 
painting collection. Born in England, 
Shaw is considered an American 
painter — more specifically a New 
Jersey painter -— working in the 
fresh and airy style reminiscent of 
the eighteenth century artistic ap- 
proach, This also was a purchase from 
the Wallace M. Scudder Bequest. 

Known for his clown and showgirl 
paintings, Walt Kuhn was thought 
to be far ahead of his generation 
because he had grasped ideas of va- 
rious abstract movements. This is 
evidenced in the recent Museum acqui- 
sition by Kuhn “Girl in Gray Furs”— 
a gift of Mrs. Bliss Parkinson of 
New York: 

Sidney Gordin’s sculpture abstrac- 
tion entitled “Construction No. 5, 
1951” consists of strips of steel paint- 
ed white and black. This was a Mu- 
seum purchase from the Anonymous 
Endowment Fund. The sculpture and 
Sully and Kuhn are currently on view 
in the exhibition “A Survey of the 
Museum’s Collections of American 
Paintings and Sculpture” presenting 
a cross section of American art from 
colonial times to the present.

value.” And, it won’t be a bit surpris- 
ing if 1956 produces more such scrip 
lambasting one candidate or the other. 

Campaign Slogans 
In connection with the various poli- 
tical tokens and badges, it is interest- 
ing to read a list of some of the 
campaign slogans that have appeared 
in past campaigns: 
ANDREW JACKSON: Democrat, 
ist campaign, 1828. ‘The Hero of 
New Orleans” (This is worded in var- 


ious ways). 2nd campaign, 1832. 
“The Advocate of the American Sys- 
em.”’ 


MARTIN VAN BUREN: Democrat, 
2nd campaign, 1840. “Martin Van 
Buren & Democracy’”’ (or similar re- 
ferences to democracy); * ‘“‘The Inde- 
pendent Sub-Treasury.’’ An interest- 
ing token of this period pictures Van 
Buren and reads “Democrats to the 
polls & victory is ours.’ His op- 
ponents (the Whigs) also issued a 
token showing Van Buren but the re- 
verse pictures a scale with the in- 
scription, “Weighed in the balance 
and found wanting.” The Democrats 
issued similar tokens against Harrison 
and the Whig who was running 
against Van Buren. 

HENRY HARRISON: 
Whig, 1840 campaign. The Whigs 
made great use of Harrison being 
born in a log cabin and campaign 
tokens usually picture a log cabin and 
cider barrel. One of the tokens shows 
the cabin with the words “To Let, 
1841.” and was taken to mean that 
he would be in the White House and 
He was called 


to Save the Country.” An interesting 
Whig token against Van Buren shows 
Harrison on the obverse, with a 
steamboat on the reverse which is 
entitled ‘“‘Steamboat Van Buren, 

Foco Line - for Salt River Direct.’’ 
As you can see, it isn’t new to “go 
up Salt River,” nor is the word 
“O.K.” new. It is said te have first 
been used at a _ political convention 
in 1840 and stands for “Oll Korrect.” 
The expression evidently received im- 
mediate favor for it appears on at 
least two Van Buren tokens, one of 
which reads “The Sober Second 
Thoughts of the People are O.K.” 

JAMBS K. POLK: Democrat, 1844 
campaign, “Young Hickory, Dal 
& Victory.” (Jackson was “Old 
Hickory” and Polk received the nick- 
name because he was from the same 
state of Tennessee. Dallas was the 
vice-presidential candidate.) “Fifty- 
Four Forty or Fight!”” which was an- 
other slogan, refers to the Oregon 
boundary dispute with Great Britain. 

HENRY CLAY: Whig, 1844 cam- 
paign. “The American System” or 
“Protection to American Industry,” 
ete. “The Millboy of the Slashes.” 
“Henry Clay Will Carry the Day.’’ 

ZACHARY TAYLOR: Whig, 1848 
campaign. ‘‘A little more grape, Cap- 
tain Bragg.” (This refers to grape 
shot in one of his battles.) Battle 
pictures of the Mexican “War were 
used in this campaign of “Old Rough 
and Ready.” 

MARTIN VAN BUREN: Free Soil 
Party, 1848 campaign: ‘Free Soil, 
ee. Free Speech, and Free 

en.” 

JOHN C. FREMONT: Republican, 
1856 campaign. 
Soil, Free Men and Fremont!” 
mont and Jessie.” (Jessie was Fre- 
mont’s wife.) 

ABRAHAM LINCOLN: Republican, 
1860 campaign. Much use was made 
of Lincoln’s nicknames, ‘Honest 
Abe,” “The Rail Splitter,’’ etc. “Vote 
Yourself a Farm” refers to the Gov- 
ernment lands to be given to settlers 
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in the West. 
swap horses.”’ 

U. S. GRANT: Republican, 1868 
campaign. ‘Let us have peace.”’ 

HORATIO SEYMOUR: Democrat, 
1868 campaign. ‘‘Reduce Taxation 
Before Taxation Reduces us.” 

HORACE GREELEY: Liberal- De- 
mocrat, 1872 campaign: “Turn the 
rascals out!”’ 

1884 CAMPAIGN: The campaign of 
1884 between James G. Blaine and 
Grover Cleveland was possibly the 
dirtiest in American history. They 
had political slogans, plenty of them, 
but most were not for themselves but 
used against the opposite party. For 
example, the Democrats called Blaine 
(Republican candidate), “The contin- 
ental Har from the state of Maine” 
and made references to his connec- 
tions with financial scandals. ‘“‘Rum, 
Romanism, and Rebellion” was anoth- 
er anti-Blaine slogan. In turn, the 
Republicans used such slogans as 
“Ma! Ma! Where’s my Pa;” To 
which the Democrats answered, 
‘Gone to the White House, Ha! Ha! 
Ha! However, there were a couple 
pro-Cleveland slogans: “Grover the 
Good. a “A Public Office Is a Public 
Trust.’ “We Love Him for the 
Enemies He Has Made.” 

IAM McKINLEY: Republican, 
1896 ,campaign. “The Full Dinner 
Pail. 1900 ‘campaign: ‘Four More 
Years of the Full Dinner Pail.” (This 
refers to the hard times of 1893 under 
the Democrats followed by Republi- 
can prosperity. 

WILLIAM J. BRYAN: Democrat, 
1896 campaign. “Sixteen to One.’ 
(This refers to free coinage of silver.)

Another organization devoted to his- 
torical records has been formed in 
New York City under the name of 
The Vocal Record Collectors Society.

Light of Asia 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


The Light of Asia, a dual purpose mechanical bank, is 
our choice as No. 49 in the numerical ciassification of 
mechanical banks. This bank is not only a child’s sav- 
ings device, but it also served as a pull toy, A string 
could be attached to the front of the platform to pull 
the tey around or it could be pushed around by hand. 
Two other mechanical banks of similar purpose are known 
te exist, the Motor Bank and Jumbo. The Motor Bank 
has already been covered some time ago in the articles 
and the Jumbo, while very much like Light of Asia, is 
not nearly as rare. 

So far there is no existent information as to who 
designed or made Light of Asia. It has the distinctive 
desirable type of so-called heart wheels which were used 
on a number of the different type animated bell ringing 
pull toys. However, this does not lead us to any Spe- 
cific manufacturer as a number of the companies used 
the heart wheels, including Stevens, Some characteristics 
of the bank indicate Stevens and others are indicative 
of Kyser :‘& Rex, There are no markings on the bank, 
no dates, and no patent papers have turned up So far, 





nor have any old catalogs been found with information 
or pictures of the bank. The date of the bank, how- 
ever, can be pretty well established as during the early 
1880’s. 


A poem, “The Light of Asia,” was written by Sir Ed- 
win Arnold and published in 1879. The poem, “The Light 
of Asia,” also called ‘The Great Renunciation,’ concerned 
the life and teaching of Gautama, Prince of India and 
founder of Buddhism. The poem, as told by an imag- 
inary Indian Buddhist, is in verse form. After the pub- 
lication of his poem Buddhism took quite a hold in our 
country, and as a matter of fact actually became fashion- 
able in the period of the early 1880’s. In 1885 S. H. Kel- 
logg. D.D., who for a time was Professor at the West- 
ern Theological Seminary, Allegheny, Pennsylvania, wrote 
a book called “The Light of Asia and The Light of the 
World.” This was a comparison of the legend, the doc- 
trine, and the ethics of the Buddha with the story, the 
doctrine, and the ethics of Christ. According to Kellogg, 
Arnold presented the Buddha and his religion to the Eng- 
lish reading public in such an attractive guise that 
often, quite unexpectedly to the individuals themselves, 
they had awakened in their minds a surprising interest 
in this “venerable religion.” Kellogg: wrote his Light of 
Asia, of course, to combat the effects of Edwin Arnold’s 
Light of Asia. Obviously the name of the bank was taken 
directly from the poem written by Sir Arnold and logi- 
cally it was made in the period of the poem’s popularity 
which was the early 1880's, 


It is the writer’s opinion that the Jumbo Bank is a 
later altered edition of the Light of Asia, the name being 
changed to Jumbo to coincide with P. T. Barnum and 
his acquiring Jumbo from the London Zoological Gar- 
dens in 1882 for exhibition purposes. It is, of course, pos- 
sible that both banks were made simultaneously and per- 
hapg some proof one way or the other will turn up in 
the future. 


Another point of interest has to do with the type 
elephant used on the Light of Asia. This is definitely 
an Asiatic elephant with the smooth trunk lacking the 
transverse ridges and grooves always found on the Afri- 
can type. Also it is tuskless which is indicative of Asiatic 
elephants, and particularly those in Ceylon. The shape 
of the head, which does not slant down from an arched 
back like the African elephant, is also definitely Asiatic. 


The bank shown was obtained by the writer through 
the good help of Mr. Raymond F. Long of Pearl, Illi- 
nois, Mr. Long in turn had acquired the bank from Mr. 
G. E. Swope near Kewanee, Illinois, Mr. Swope informed 
Mr. Long that the bank had been in his family over 
70 years which would place it prior to 1885. 
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The bank ig in excellent condition and completely 
original with no repairs. The elephant is 
light grey with a red blanket edged in yellow. 
and the crescent are painted gold. The ears and por- 
tions on the legs are highlighted in pink and the mouth 
is red. The platform and wheels are overall green witn 
some highlighting of gold on the wheel spokes and edges 


of the platform. 


To operate the bank a coin is inserted in a coin slot 
in the elephant’s back. Thig causes the head to move up 
and down. The head is counterweighted inside the ele-

phant and the coin comes into contact with this counter- 
weight. The elephant is fastened to the platform by 
means of two bent over pins cast into two of the ele- 
phant’s legs, left rear and right front. 

This is a very desirable bank and difficult to find, 
particularly in original condition with wheels. The wheel 
factor adds greatly to 
scarcity since these would be easily broken by a child. 
So far there has been only one of these banks found 
completely original, There are two, possibly three other 
Light of Asia banks, without wheels or platforms.

A Man of Many Hobbies 
Speaks of Bells 


By ELVAN DUDGEON 


In meeting bell collectors, as I fre- 
quently do, I am sometimes slightly 
disillusioned about their hobby. I en- 
joy bells and their history, and also 
the arts as used in the decoration of 
them, During a period of forty years’ 
experience in collecting and accumu- 
lating seventy-five hobbies of my own, 
I have had more enjoyment in collect- 
ing bells than in any one other hobby. 

However, I often see other collec- 
tions that appear to be fine ones; and 
then I am very disappointed in pick- 
ing up some of the seemingly old 
bells, to find that they are modern 
copies of the originals. When I see 
a bell with a country’s name stamped 
on the inside, or with a bright spot 
where the name was, I know that the 
bell has been made some time since 
1888, as that was the year when the 
United States government passed a 
law requiring all foreign manufac- 
turers to put the name of their coun- 
try on import goods coming to the 
United States. 7 

In the spring of 1952, at an antique 
show, I saw a very nice, and I 
thought old, Norse bell dated in the 
1600’s. The handle was in the form 
of a knight in armor. I asked the 
price and was kindly informed that 
the bell was a cheap imitation of 
the original. The dealer handed me 
the bell, and to my dismay I found 
the name “England” on the inside, 

I have seen other bells in antique 
shows in various parts of the coun- 
try and have found a number of them 
with a bright spot on the inside 
where the name of the country of 
origin has been ground off with an 
emery she The bells are then sold 
as inals.

I myself pre- 
fer the originals, as I do not have 








room to collect by quantity; therefore 
I prefer quality. 

It is the genuinely old bells that 
a, represent the nations of the 
world, their religions, superstitions, 
and various Ne ad of life. Like many 
men, I particularly enjoy the tones 
of old bells that were once used on 
animals; from the clank of the wood- 
en water buffalo bell of Java to the 
merry tinkle of American sleigh bells 
or the deep tones of old heavy ele- 
phant bells from India. Too, I ene 
joy the brassy clatter of gongs from 
China and the Oriental music of six 
matched and tuned, hand cast gongs 
from Burma. 

I have been called lazy, and even 
laughed at, because I do not give 
my bells a nice bright polished finish. 
There are several reasons for not do- 
ing this, and I trust there are others 
who agree with me, 

In the first eo old bells which 
have been used will no longer have 
a bright polish unless they have been 
refinished. Instead, they will have a 
pleasing dull lustre in keeping with 
their age and use. 

As for old Oriental bells, they were 
never meant to be polished. Some of 
them are decorated with lacquered 
designs. Excessive polishing of these 
bells wears away the decoration and 
the finish, and what have you left 
then? Again, some of the gongs and 
bells from the Orient are so coated 
with patina that it is impossible to 
restore their original finish. Yet there 
are those who will try to do so, And 
why? Bells with the patina of age 
are valuable collectors’ items, They 
lose their value immediately when 
their patina is removed, 

Maybe I am lazy. Who knows? But 
I still wonder why when old bells 
are eagerly sought by collectors so 
many try to make them look like 
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new. At any rate, I can sit down 
with my own collection and imagine 
that I am in different parts of the 
world seeing my old bells in use as 
they once upon a time were. I can 
ring one after another as I sit in 
my easy chair in front of the fire- 
place, close my eyes, and have one 
of the most glorious world tours 
which anyone could take. 

If my collection were made up of 
all modern bells and copies of the 
originals, all I could see would be 
the commercial end of the hobby of 
bell collecting. Or if my old bells 
were highly polished, they would not 
be apt to awaken the imagination; 
they would no longer look the part 
they had once played.

Old worn bells with an unknown 
history ‘are much more _ intriguing 
than ones with a sheaf of recorded 
facts, at least to me. Their resonant 
tones conceal the memory of a long 
forgotten past. They may have lived 
the pageantry of the middle ages, 
bathed in the blood of massacres, 
may have sung of the joys of youth, 
or tolled for the dead, but they tell 
it not. Always they live for the mo- 
ment, consigning the things they 
have known to the tangled threads of 
forgotten history. 


Mrs. Wearin and I were wandering 
among the booths at an antique show 
in New Orleans, La. An odd shape 
bronze bell about 5 inches high at- 
tracted my attention, It did not come 
toa peak or rounding top as is cus- 
tomary in casting such items. The 
main body extended from the slight- 
ly flared flange, three and one half 
inches across at the base, to a flat 
disk at the top about two inches 
across. The measurements indicate 
that it tapers rapidly from the bot- 
tom to the top with only a slight 
concave curvature from flange to 
flange, so to speak. The flat disk at 
the top projects about one quarter 
of an inch all the way around the 
top of the bell. This in turn was sur- 
mounted by a triangular two inch 
handle so worn that identifying its 
design has been next to impossible. 
Around the flange are five tiny oblong 
applied medallions with almost ob- 
literated characters. One might be 
identified as the Roman Numeral XII. 
Just above the flange at the lower 
portion of the bell are four slightly 
larger medallions about one-half by 
five-eighths inches in size; likewise 
worn from many years of use. 


The original tapper was gone, so 
again it is difficult to determine what 
the actual tone of the bell may have 
been. For a bell collector to have 
failed to acquire this item would have 
been an unforgivable sin. The follow- 
ing day I had it with me on a call

I made at an iron works in New 
Orleans. The owner, who was an ex- 
pert in smelting and pouring of met- 
als, pronounced it the most unique 
example of casting that he had ever 
encountered. 


Like most such items, acquired 
from antique dealers, the little bell 
had a story to delight the heart of 
a dreamer. The gentleman told me 
he had acquired it from an elderly 
monk in an old Mexican monastery. 
It was in use at the time. From the 
way the handle and decorative mo- 
tifs have been worn smooth it is con- 
ceivable that it may have been in 
use for hundreds of years, We have 
always speculated delightfully that 
it may have been cast by the Aztecs 
or possibly by the Spaniards, If the 
latter, who knows but what some 
gentleman of the cloth may have 
used its melodious tones in a vain 
attempt to call the followers of De 
Soto away from their luxurious sins, 
to worship. 


The charming, mysterious little bell 


‘stands upon our shelves today guard- 


ing closely its centuries of secrets, 
happy and sad, colorful and hideous, 
that it may have witnessed. Its tones 
may have blended with the trumpets 
of conquerors or the deep threatening 
boom of Indian drums. 


I hope its future may be just as 
happy and colorful as its past. It 
may march again some day far be- 
yond the quiet pastoral scene where 
it now stands sedately among others 
of its kind.

Unique Glass Museum

Hans K. Lindemann of National

of the “Halls of Desert Glass” has 
been completed.

. THE SUN IN MODERN FORM AT METROPOLITAN 


Richard Lippold’s spectacular Vari- 
ation Within a Sphere, No. 10: The 
Sun, can be seen at The Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. It will be shown 
temporarily in one of the Oriental 
rug rooms on the second floor of the 
North Wing, 

This sculptural construction is made 
of gold wire and is 22 feet long, by 
11 feet high, by 5% feet deep. Stain- 
less steel guy wires attached to walls, 
floor and ceiling hold the construc- 
tion in tension. It is a symmetrical 
object with a rotating spherical core, 
40 inches in diameter, surrounded by 
a number of radiating planes in the 
form of arcs, the whole suggesting 
the nucleus of the sun surrounded by 
its corona and prominences. 

Conceived specifically for The Met- 
ropolitan Museum in 1950, The Sun 
was commissioned by the Museum in 
1953. “I feel that it is an outstand- 
ing work of contemporary art,” said 
Robert Beverly Hale, Associate Cu- 
rator of American Painting and 
Sculpture. “Though it is extremely 
subtle,’ Mr. Hale added, “It is not 
esoteric, Its radiant geometry can be 


enjoyed and appreciated by everyone.” 

The first of a series of spherical 
variations appeared among Mr. Lip- 
pold’s works in 1946. The seventh 
of the series became the magnificent 
Full Moon, now in the collection of 
The Museum of Modern Art; the oth- 
ers are privately owned. 

The Sun is Mr. Lippold’s most am- 
bitious undertaking to date and took 
three years in the making. Almost 
two miles of the delicate gold wire 
was used in the construction, which 
contains more than 14,000 hand-weld- 
ed joints. 

Though it is contrary to the prac- 
tice of The Metropolitan Museum to 
put in close juxtaposition objects dif- 
fering in period and style, The Sun 
has been placed for its first showing 
in a gallery of the Department of 
Near Eastern art at the artist’s urg- 
ing. Mr, Lippold states: “I feel that 
an awareness of any similarities and 
differences that may exist between 
East and West is a vital necessity 
of our time. If this work, assisted 
by a tranquil and contemplative at- 
mosphere and spacious proportions, 


helps to illuminate a possible rapport 
between such seeming opposites, it 
will have fulfilled its intent and justi- 
fied its existence beyond a mere ob- 
ject of decoration or private expres- 
sion.” 

“Mr. Lippold was so persuasive,” 
commented James J. Rorimer, Director 
of the Museum, ‘in his enthusiasm 
for giving the public an opportunity 
to see this creation as he visualized 
it in relation to the Museum’s collec- 
tion of Oriental rugs, that it was 
agreed to depart from usual Museum 
policy and give the artist this lati- 
tude for expression of his ideas. No 
encyclopedic collection like that of 
The Metropolitan Museum could pos- 
sibly combine for more than a tem- 
porary exhibition modern art with 
its antiquities without creating un- 
palatable artistic confusion for the 
visitor. When The Sun was tried in 
the rug gallery,” Mr. Rorimer con- 
tinued, “the Museum officials agreed 
with the artist that here was an ex- 
perience which might well be shared 


with others.” 
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Earliest Statuette of 
Man at Museum 


The earliest cast statuette in The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art is on 
display in the Museum’s Great Hall. 
It ig cast in copper, probably from 
a wax model, and was acquired re- 
cently. 

Casting in copper is notoriously 
more difficult than casting in bronze; 
nevertheless, as this male figure 
clearly shows, the technique was suc- 
cessfully practised by 2600 B.C. in 
ancient Sumer (now Iraq). 

The statuette, which is only 14% 
inches high, possesses a monumental 
quality so that photographs of it 
suggests a tall figure of life size. 
It represents a man, nude but for 
a double coil around his waist, and 
bearing a burden upon his head. 
When the statuette was cleaned—for 
it was deeply incrusted—this burden 
was revealed as being a square bas- 
ket containing bricks. Men carrying 
such baskets appear elsewhere in Su- 
merian art, for one is to be seen 
on a foundation stele from the ex- 
cavations at Khafaje near the Diyala 
River in Iraq, made a number of 
years ago by the Oriental Institute 
of the University of ‘Chicago. 

The copper figure is remarkable 
for its artistic qualities. The stance 
of the man with his arms bent at the 
elbows and his slightly flexed knees 
indicate very clearly the fact that 
he is supporting a heavy load. The 
subtle simplification of the forms, 
notes Charles K. Wilkinson, Curator 
of Near Eastern Archaeology at the

Museum, “is such that the artistic 
idiom of more than four millennia 
ago is not only immediately accept- 
able to our eyes but strikes us at 
once as direct and masterful.” 

For those interested in detail, the 
eyes of the statuette offer a niice 
problem. It can be seen that they 
have a horizontal slit instead of a 
circular iris. Could it be that this 
is the continuation of an ancient neo- 
lithic custom revealed by the archae- 
ological finds at Jericho, where iit 
was discovered that cowrie shells 
were sometimes inserted into the eye- 
sockets of human skulls made life- 
like by plaster modeling? Or was it 
that the sculptor, by pressing his 
thumbnail into the wax model, indi- 
cated the iris in the easiest and quick- 
est possible way? However this may 
be, no detail of the eye or any other 
part detracts from the controlled vigor 
of this remarkable ancient copper 
figure.

Bluffer of bluffers is the white- 
faced capuchin monkey which lives 
in troops on Barro Colorado Island, 
the Smithsonian Institution’s tropi- 
cal preserve in the Panama Canal 
Zone. 

Safe in the treetops, where it is 
one of the most accomplished of gym- 
nasts, one of the creaiture’s favorite 
sports is to throw sticks, nuts, and 
fruit at human visitors on the ground. 
Meanwhile it makes threatening ges- 
tures and seizes branches which it 
shakes violently with both hands. 
Sometimes it stands with head down 
and tail up, the white ruff around 
its neck spread so that it appears 
about twice its natural size. The 
white faces of the creatures are like 
those of badly wrinkled, little old 
men. 

Its natural habitat is the treetop 
world. There in daredevil fashion it 
catapults from limb to limb, distances 
of as much as fifteen feet, and sel- 
dom misses its goal. The flight is 
made with arms and legs outspread 
so that they serve as a sort of para- 
chute. 

The capuchins live in bands of 30 
or more individuals, and when on the 
move such a band may extend for as 
much as a quarter of 4 mile through 
the treetops. The members of such 
a band keep in communication with 
one another by a call which has been 
described as “like a human imitating 
a crow,” given three or four times 
in succession. 

The chief food of the capuchins 
consists of fruits and insects, but the 
animal is somewhat more carnivor- 
ous than most monkeys and has been 
known to kill and eat mice and birds. 
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Much has been written about the 
Witch Spoons of Salem as designed 
in their FIRST and SECOND pat- 
terns by Daniel Low of Salem, Mass. 
Instead of giving more actual photo- 
graphs and possibly repeating on 
other writings about them, I thought 
it would be of more interest for all 
to see and read this early ad that 
offered the second pattern (and that 
of the first) to the public at a date 
prior to 1891. Unfortunately the ad 
is not dated, but is from The Cen- 
tury Illustrated Monthly Magazine 
of either 1889 or 1890. In it he 
states, “We have originated another 
Witzh spoon of a more elaborate de- 
sign than any souvenir spoon yet 
produced.” I might add that even as

of today, many believe that it still 
remains unequalled and is still one 
of our most outstanding souvenirs! 
One will note that in this ad he offers 
a “unique scarf or lace pin” and has 
added to the growing number of 
Witch items, the sugar spoon, bon-bon 
spoon, almond scoop, paper knife, etc. 
—by 1903 his catalog was showing a 
variety of items totaling over thirty 
different souvenirs that featured the 
Witch — these, in addition to an in- 
creasing number of spoons which con- 
tinued to grow in popularity. By this 
time there were bon bon, tongs, sar- 
dine servers, baby rattles, thimbles, 
charms, bracelets, pins of many sizes 
and shapes, book marks, cigar pierc- 
ers, pocket knives, card and match 
cases, and a variety of leather goods 
with silver Witches mounted on 
them. 

One of the most fascinating in my 
opinion, was their ‘‘Medicine Marker,” 
this little gadget was so constructed 
that the pin on its base could be 
pushed into the cork of the bottle, 
the Witch was in miniature and 
mounted to swivel on a “clock-faced 
platform’—when turned, she would 
point out the hour when next the 
medicine was to be taken, or given! 
No other American souvenir motif 
has become, as he stated, “so cele- 
brated” as the Salem Witch. A mo- 
dern version of the Witch spoon still 
carries on the tradition of commem- 
orating the delusion of Witchcraft 
in Salem!

This 
set, as with many of our early souvenir 
spoons testifies to the time and care that 
went into their designing and which is so 
lacking in many of the later 7.

Enamelled Watches 


By SILVIO A. BEDINI 


The pocket watch has been the sub- 
ject of decorative art far more than 
the clock, primarily because the pock- 
et watch serves also as an item of 
personal adornment as well as a 
timepiece. 

Of the many arts which have been 
applied to watch case decoration, that 
of enamelling probably provides the 
greatest beauty, and each enamelled 
watch is a lasting tribute to the skill 
and taste of the artist who executed 
it. Enamelling loses none of its at- 
traction with the passage of time. 

The enamelling of watch cases is 
an art which appears to have had 
its origin during the first half of the 
17th Century in France. The man 
who is credited with having developed 
it was a French goldsmith named 
Jean Toutin who was born at Cha- 
teaudun in about 1578 and worked 
in Blois and in Paris. Toutin 
achieved fame as a painter of minia- 
tures and being a goldsmith as well, 
the story is told that he invented 
his enamelling process quite acciden- 
tally as a result of this combination 
of skills, He conceived the idea of 
placing a portrait in colors upon the 
back of a watch which had been or- 
dered for the King of France. His 


original process appears to have con- 
sisted of applying thick coatings of 
ground enamel colors upon thin plates 
of gold. Toutin discovered that enamel 
colors could be pulverized into an ex- 
tremely fine powder which could then 
be diluted with a vehicle and used 
for painting on an opaque ground. 
Several layers of colors could be ap- 
plied over each cover, and each layer 
was fired in turn. This was the be- 
ginning of paintings in enamel. 
Toutin’s process became popular im- 
mediately and other craftsmen adopt- 
ed it. The process passed to Germany 
and to England and schools were es- 
tablished for this type of painting 
at Blois and Paris which produced 
many important artists. No example 
of Jean Toutin’s work is known to- 
day but an enamelled watch exists 
which was painted by his son Henri 
Toutin (1614-p.1683) and the British 
Museum and the Louvre have some 
very fine watches enamelled by his 
brother, Jean Toutin (1619-p.1660). 
Within a short time the enamelling 
process was introduced into Switzer- 
land, probably by a refugee French 
goldsmith from Chatellerault named 
Pierre Huaud who settled in Geneva. 
Huaud specialized in the decoration 
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of watch cases which he produced for 
watchmakers of Geneva, Paris and 
London. Three of his eleven children 
continued his work and achieved note 
in the field. 

Soon Geneva ranked with Blois and 
Paris as a watch enamelling center 
and in time it rose to first place and 
continued as the leading center well 
into the 19th ‘Century. 

By the first half of the 18th Cen- 
tury Geneva enamellers had devel- 
oped a new technique, which con- 
sisted of glazing the finished enamel 
surface with a colorless flux to pro- 
tect the painting from scratches re- 
sulting from wear, 

From time to time new refinements 
in the enamelling process were in- 
troduced to produce new techniques. 
A late 18th Century innovation con- 
sisted of fixing transparent enamels 
by firing onto metals which had pre- 
viously been guilloched by hand. Guil- 
loching consisted of engraving the 
metal in an all-over pattern to pro- 
duce a better binding surface for 
the enamel as well as an unusual 
effect. At first the engraving was 
done by hand but late in the century 
it was produced mechanically. 

Another discovery which contrib- 
uted to the art of watch case dec- 
oration was the development of soft 
enamel. The metal surface which was 
to be painted was first covered with 
a layer of soft white enamel as a 
base. This made fusion simultaneous 
throughout resulting in a uniform 
glossy smoothness, and eliminating the 
evidences of brushwork which was 
revealed in the previous processes. 

By about 1790 at least 77 master 
enamellers were established in Gene- 
va. A list of outstanding enamellers 
must include the names of such mas- 
ters of the art as the three children 
of Pierre Huaud who carried on their 
father’s work. These were Pierre 
Huaud’s ‘l’aisne’ (1647-1698), Jean 
Pierre Huaud ‘le Puisne’ (1655-1723) 
and Amy Huaud (1657-1729). They 
received appointments as painters to 
the Prussian court and worked for 
some time in Germany. Their work 
ig distinguished by the composition of 
subject and treatment of color, which 
favored blue, brown, yellow and an 
unusual reddish purple. 

Among other masters of enamel- 
ling are Jean Petitot (1607-91) of 
Geneva who worked in England and 
France and was unrivalled in his 
time; Pierre Bordier (ca. 1630-50) 
of Geneva; Isaac Gribelin (ca. 1634- 
61) a goldsmith of Blois; and Robert 
Vauquer (1625-70) of Blois. Among 
the earlier artists was Christophe 
Morliere (1604-48) of Blois who 
served as goldsmith to the King’s 
brother; J, L. Richter (1766-1841) of 
Geneva is rated as one of the best 
of the later enamellers and part of 
his fame is attributed to his asso- 
ciation with Pierre Tinguy (1748- 
1821), a professor of chemistry who 
experimented with new enamelling 
colors which Richter applied. 

Among the English enamellers there 
are two names that surpass all oth- 
ers. David Bouquet (ca, 1600-65) pro- 
duced watch cases enamelled in re- 
lief, and he employed a number of 
other enamellers to fill the many or- 
ders he received. George Michael Mo- 
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ser (1705-83) was one of the fore- 
most English enamellers. Born in 
Switzerland the son of a coppersmith, 
he went to Geneva to become a gold- 
smith. Later he travelled to Paris 
and finally settled in London, where 
he became the drawing teacher of 
King George III. He first worked as 
a watch case chaser, and Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, who wrote his obituary no- 
tice, stated that he was the first 
watch case chaser in the Kingdom. 
Hig enamelled cases are said to have 
been produced by a special process 
which the developed and signed cases 
by this master are very rare. His 
patrons included the King, Lord Bute 
and many others. A few signed cases 
by Moser are in American museums. 

In addition to the fine watch cases 
of gold made by the goldsmiths, 
cheaper cases of enamelled copper 
were produced at Battersea during 
the middle of the 18th Century, and 
at a somewhat later period in South 
Staffordshire. The Battersea enam- 
elled cases were first made about 
1755 when a manufactory was estab- 
lished at York House by Sir Theo- 
dore Janssen. 

The earlier enamelled cases pro- 
duced in Europe usually employed re- 
ligious motifs derived from oil paint- 
ings and engravings as well as some 
contemporary portraits. They are dis- 
tinguished by a greater softness of 
color and a lack of lustre. Examples 
are not often to be found and are 
highly prized, 

By the middle of the 19th Century 
the art of enamelling watch cases 
had reached its peak and a period 
of decadence followed, partly caused 
by the contemporary trends in other 
arts such as oil painting. At the 
same time the watchmaking industry 
had made great strides forward and 
the making of watches became more 
of a science with the emphasis on the 
timekeeping qualities, which gradual- 
ly took precedence over decoration, 
bringing the art of watch case enam- 
elling to an end. 

Although there are many fine and

rare examples of the enamelled watch 
in public and private collections in 
the United States, the outstanding 
complete collections of enamelled 
watches are to be found in Europe. 
The Wilsdorf-Rolex collection in Gen- 
eva jig well known for its examples 
of cases produced by the foremost 
Geneva craftsmen of all periods, 
which were catalogued in the volume 
entitled “Montres Et Emaux De Gen- 
eve” by Prof. Alfred 'Chapuis (Lau- 
sanne, 1944). The Gelis collection in 
Toulouse is famous throughout the 
world -for its rare cases produced in 
the schools of Blois and Paris. The 
collection was exhibited in Brussels 
and in London and is wel! described 
and illustrated in “L’Horlogerie An- 
cienne” by Edmund Gelis (Paris 
1950). Another collection which ranks 
among the finest in the world, and 
which includes some of the very finest 
enamelled watches of every school 
and period of the art, is the property 
of Commendatore Luigi Delle Piane 
of Milan. Each watch was carefully 
selected to be the most representa- 
tive of its type and the best avail- 
able example produced by the artist. 
These pieces are fully described and 
illustrated, many in true color plates, 
in the recently published “Catalogo 
Descrittivo Della Collezione Delle Pia- 
ne Di Orologi Da Petto E Da Tasca 
by Dott. Bruno Parisi (Milan 1955). 


Several examples are_ illustrated 
here. Figure 1 is the work of Nicolas 
Bernard of Paris of about 1650, from 
the Gelis Collection. The theme is 
the Judgment of Paris. Figure 2 is 
a watch of the French school prob- 
ably and of about the same period 
and with the same theme, from the 
Delle Piane Collection. Figure 3, also 
from the Delle Piane ‘Collection, is 
the work of Goullons of Paris of 
the second half of the 17th Century. 
Figure 4 illustrates an unsigned harp 
watch taken from “Histoire De La 
Boite A. Musique Et De La Musique 
Mecanique” by Prof, Alfred Chapuis 
(Lausanne 1955).

THE LUCK OF THE OPAL 


October’s Birthstone

Hermione, in Sir Walter Scott’s no- 
vel, Anne of Geierstein was never 
seen in public without an opal to 
adorn her hair. Only when her ser- 
vants dressed her hair was it laid 
aside, and immediately she lost the 
vivacity which earned her fame in 
every land. When it was returned 
to its place, she was once again both 
gracious and filled with vitality. And 
the gem in turn shot color and light 
about the air, according to her mood. 

Her fear that it might be ruined 
if liquid touched it inspired a mali- 
cious rival to accuse her of witch- 
craft. And although her husband 
scoffed. at the idea, he at last de- 
cided to sprinkle a little “holy water” 
on her forehead as a precaution. 
drop fell on the opal. It shot one 
brilliant flash “like a falling star,” 
and in an instant was as dull as a 
common pebble. And with it, the 
beautiful Hermione fell lifeless on the 
chapel floor. 

When this beautiful but pathetic 
novel was first published, jewelers 
throughout the British Isles found 
their stock of opals almost imme- 
diately in extraordinarily ill favor. In 
fact, they rapidly became almost un- 
saleable. And the superstition still 
persists, to some extent. 

It is difficult to trace the tragic

reputation of the opal to its first 
source. In ancient lore, its tradition 
was exactly opposite. Its name has 
come from the Sanskrit and later 
the Latin — opalus, meaning “pre- 
cious stone.” Another ancient name 
for it was Paedrerous, or Cupid, be- 
cause its lovely tint suggested the 
brilliant complexion of the little god 
of romance. One would suppose from 
all this that it might have become the 
emblem of betrothal, instead of the 
diamond. But somewhere along the 
line it picked up an ill reputation 
which cost it that honor. 

Some of that reputation may go 
back to Mark Antony and the Ro- 
man Senator, Nonius. Nonius owned 
a particularly gorgeous specimen 
about as large as a filbert nut. Mark 
Antony wanted it for Cleopatra, but 
Nonius refused to part with his valu- 
able possession, and was doomed for 
the rest of his life to live as an 


exile and an outlaw — with the 
opal. 
Jewelers themselves have good 


reason to believe that the gem is un- 
lucky, but not from any occult in- 
fluence. It ‘would be difficult to find 
a more fragile stone. This is larg- 
ely because of its structure. Unlike 
most other minerals, it does not crys- 
talize, but is rather a solidified jelly 
composed of silica and a small but 
variable proportion of water. In the 
process of hardening, this jelly is 
criss-crossed by a number of small 
crevices. These are subsequently 
filled with later deposits of the opal 
jelly. And it is these almost im- 
perceptible cracks and fillings that 
give the gem its peculiar glow. Light 
shining on it and reflected runs into 
interference at every crack and is 
broken into the spectrum just as it is 
when it strikes a soap bubble, oil 
skim, or prism. The finer and more 
uniform these crevices are, the more 
brilliant will be the flash of colors. 
But the very presence of these 
cracks so important to the beauty of 
the opal makes it most liable to dam- 
age, for at the slightest provocation 
it will shatter along their lines! Heat 
from even slight friction will cause 
it to split. Too much heat may make 
it shrink and consequently fall from 
its setting. Yet, although even con- 
stant body heat may shrink it, it 
must be worn frequently to retain 
its luster. For when it becomes cold, 
it is as dull and opaque as a pebble. 
As it is one of the softest of pre-

cious gems (with a hardness of 7 
as contrasted with 10 for a diamond, 
the hardest of all, and 6° to 7 for 
stones used for carving small objects 
by hand), it is irrevocably damaged 
by scratches. 

Quite apart from _ superstition, 
then, it may well be a great risk 
to own such a delicate gem of such 
high value, 

The ancient peoples of the East, 
however, esteemed the opal above 
most other gems. They attributed 
talismanic virtues to many precious 
stones. Twelve Zodiac stones were 
often worn as an amulet — from 
which practice is descended our cus- 
tom of ‘wearing a “birth stone.” And 
the Opal was given to October. As 
the old rhyme goes, 


“October’s child is born to woe, 
And life’s vicissitudes must know; 
But lay an opal on her breast, 

And this will lull those cares to rest.”

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OLD CARS 


THEY NEVER DIE— 
THEY JUST GET RESTORED 


By HAROLD ROWLEY 


If your neighbor down the street 
has a car older than he is, that he 
polishes at least once a week, and 
displays with all the pride of a five- 
year-old displaying his first draw- 
ing, don’t feel sorry for him or think 
he’s gone off the deep end. The truth 
is he isn’t an isolated case. He’s a 
member of one of the largest, hap- 
piest groups in the U. S., if not in 
the world: the collectors of veteran 
motor cars. 

For even though the horseless car- 
riage isn’t really old itself, it is old 
enough for some of its earlier models 
to attract collectors. And perhaps 
the strangest thing about these col- 
lectors is their number! They can 
be found everywhere, in small towns, 
large cities, the wide open spaces, 
the West coast, the East coast — 
everywhere. 

When I began delving into this 
subject for a newspaper feature, I 
became aware of the size of this 
group. Right here in my home town 
with a population of six thousand, 
more or less, I located four collec- 
tors; and just outside of town, two 
more. This town, Hastings, Michi- 
gan, seems to be no exception. 

Yet each collector is an individual- 
ist in his own way. For example, 
there’s Mr. Lawrence Baum who lives 
in Hastings. He is am authority on 
the broad subject of authenticity. If 
he sees a “restored” auto in a maga- 
zine or at an exposition of old cars, 
and feels the least bit dubious about 
the restoration job, he goes to his 
files for the answer. His 1903 
Saturday Evening Post or his 1898 
Woman’s Home Journal, for exam- 
ple, will show him how that particu- 
lar model really should look, and 
any phony parts on it will stand out 
like sore thumbs. 

Baum’s collection of old magazines 
and clippings ‘would, in itself, be hob- 
by enough for the average person. 
To him it is but an adjunct to his 
greater interest in old cars. He re- 
ceives letters from other states ask- 
ing questions about authenticity. 

In our town the Harold Phillips 
perhaps best typify the car collec- 
tors who do things with a gaiety 
and flourish reminiscent of the 1890’s. 
They have fun with their cars! Mrs. 
Phillips shares her husband’s enthu- 
siasm for the hobby. She will polish 
a brass lamp until you can see your- 
self in it. 

Mr. and Mrs. Phillips first be- 
came old-car enthusiasts when they 
passed through Gaylord, Michigan, 
in 1950. A group of car collectors

The first copy of the American 
Girl’s Book that came into my pos- 
session, not much more than a year 
ago, had no title page, but I could 
tell by the costumes that it must 
have been originally printed about 
1830. The instructions for making 
dolls delighted me. Last fall I had 
the great good fortune to obtain a 
copy of the book with a title page, 
the 4th edition published in 1840. 
From it I found that the book was 
written by Miss Le:zlie and the first 
edition was published by Munroe & 
Francis in Boston, 1831. The full 
title is The American Girl’s Book or 
Occupation for Play Hours. 

In the book are woodcuts and in- 
structions for making a jvinted linen 
doll, a common linen doll, a black 
doll, a dancing doll and a woman 
pincushion. With the thought that 
doll collectors might wish to re- 
create some of these dolls according 
to instructions given to our great- 
great grandmothers, we print here 
the instructions for making them: 


A Jointed Linen Doll 

Linen dolls, when large and prop- 
erly made, generally afford more 
pleasure to little children than those 
of wax, ‘wood, or composition, as they 
can be handled and played with free- 
ly; and, when soiled or injured, are 
easily repaired. No child can hurt it- 
self or its playmate with a linen doll, 
and by renewing the outside cover- 
ing, and stitching up an occasional 
rent, they can be made to last for 
years. We have always observed that 
they remain longer in favor with 
their young owners, and continue to 
give them more real _ satisfaction, 
then the handsomest wax doll that 
can be purchased. 

To make a large linen doll in the 
best manner, you will require, per- 
haps a gallon' of bran, which in the 
city will cost a few cents, in the 


country nothing. Before you go to 

work, collect all the materials, and 

put them on a large waiter; else

the litter on the floor around you 
will be very great. 

Get some coarse white linen, and 
cut out of it a piece to represent 
the head, neck, and shoulders of the 
doll. Then, for the other side, cut 
out another piece precisely of the 
same size and shape. The size of the 
head, when finished, may be that of 
a common orange; but the pieces of 
linen must be quite large, to allow 
for a great deal that will be taken 
up in stuffing. Then cut out the up- 
per part of the arms (from the shoul- 
der to the elbow) and then the lower 
part, from the elbow to the wrist; 
shaping them handsomely. Next cut 
out the hands. You will not be able 
to make any tolerable imitation of 
fingers; therefore, all you can do is 
to round off the hands in as shapely 
a manner as possible. 

Next, cut out two pieces of linen 
for the back and front of the doll’s 
body, give the waist a handsome 
tapering shape. Afterwards cut out 
the legs from the hips to the knees; 
and then in two separate pieces, the 
legs from the knees to the ankles; 
shaping them well. Lastly, cut out 
v4 feet in four pieces, two for each 
side. 

All these different parts of the 
doll must be sewed separately, stuffed 
tightly with bran, and then strongly 
sewed up at the ends. They must be 
stuffed so hard that they cannot 
dent. 

The head must'be made of a good 
shape and well rounded. To stiffen 
the neck (which would otherwise 
droop down, and hang about as if 
broken) take a smooth round stick, 
near six inches or half a foot long, 
and as thick as a man’s thumb; 
thrust this stick into the neck, among 
the bran, passing one end up into 
the head and leaving enough of the 
other end to go down into the breast. 
If the bran has been stuffed in suffi- 
ciently tight and firm it will keep 
this stick quite steady, and the head 
will always be erect. 

The next thing is to sew the differ- 
ent parts of the arms together so 


as to make joints at the elbows and 
wrists; and then cover them entire- 
ly, from the shoulders to the termi- 
nation of the hands, with fine white 
linen nicely fitted. Then sew together 
the different parts of the legs, mak- 
ing joints at the knees and ankles, 
and cover them also with fine linen. 
This outside covering will not pre- 
vent the joints from bending. Next, 
cover the head, neck, and breast with 
fine linen. In sewing the outer cov- 
ering on the head great care and 
nicety is requisite in turning in the 
folds and wrinkles of the linen. These 
folds and wrinkles must be so man- 
aged as to come as much as pos- 
sible to the back and top of the 
head, leaving the face with a smooth 
and even surface. 

When all the different parts are 
completed they must be put together 
and sewed very firmly with strong 
thread. That is, the nead, neck and 
breast of the doll must be sewed 
to the body, the arms must be sewed 
to the shoulders, and the legs to 
the lower part of the boay. 

When the doll is so far completed, 
her face must be handsomely paint- 
ed in water-colors, so as to rep- 
resent cheeks, eyes, nose and mouth; 
hair must also be painted to look as 
if curling all over the back of her 
head, and round her forehead. When 
the face becomes soiled, it can be re- 
newed by sewing on a new piece of 
linen, and painting it again. 

A linen doll of this description can 
easily be made to sit alone on the 
floor, to kneel, and to bend her arms 
in any position. As has been ex- 
plained, the joints are formed by 
making the doll in so many sep- 
arate pieces, and then sewing them 
all together. The proportion of each 
part should be well observed. 

You may make gloves for her out 
of the arms of old kid gloves and 
also boots or shoes of the same. 
Her stockings may be made of the 
tops of fine old stockings. If proper- 
ly dressed in a nice frock and petti- 
coats (like a baby for instance) this 
doll will look extremely well; par- 
ticularly if her face is prettily paint- 
ed: and she will be found an excel- 
lent plaything for even a little girl 
of seven or eight years old who may

Thirty-five years later hen the Ladies 
Friend copied this doll, the editor brought 
her up to date by omitting the pantalettes, 
shortening the dress, streamlining the in- 
structions by advising that the arms be in 
one piece, the body in one piece, and recom- 
mending the sewing machine, which had not 
been invented when the doll first appeared 
in print, The 1866 doll also had high shoes 
with heels, instead of the heel-less slippers 
worn in 1831. 

A Common Linen Doll 

(American Girl’s Book( 1831) 

A Dancing Doll 

(American Girl’s Book, 1831) 
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Fold a piece of linen or thick mus- 
lin in half, and then roll it up as 
tightly as possible. The upper end 
of the roll is to represent the doll’s 
head, which must be gathered on 
the top with a needle and thread 
and then drawn closely together, and 
sewed up in the center. The roll must 
then be sewed half way down, begin- 
ning at the back of the head, and con- 
tinuing as far as whatis intended for 
the bottom of the waist. From the 
waist the linen must go loose, and made 
to spread out as widely as possible; 
so as to form something like a petti- 
coat. Cut the linen quite even at 
the lower edge, that the doll may 
stand steadily. 

Get a piece of calico or gingham 
for a frock, sew it up behind, and 
then hem the bottom. Turn in the 
top and gather it. Put it on the doll, 
and draw it up closely round the 
neck, fastening it behind with a 
few stitches. Form the waist of the 
frock, by wrapping a thread or small 
string tightly round it, and drawing 
it in as small as possible. 

For the arms, roll up two small 
pieces of linen, sew them up, and 
cover the upper part of each with 
a little of the same calico as the 
frock, to represent a short sleeve. 
Then sew the arms to the doll, just 
above the top of the frock. 


A Dancing Doll 

Draw, on fine pasteboard or Bris- 
tol-board a doll about a foot high, 
and paint her face and hair hand- 
somely; then cut her out. Make sep- 
arately from the doll, a pair of paste- 
board arms, and a pair of legs of 
the same material; and paint the 
hands and feet. The doll’s waist must 
be covered with a body or corsage of 
silk or satin, lined and made shape- 
ly with a little wadding. Cover the 
arms with white sleeves of crape 
or thin muslin; let them be wide and 
full and confine them at the wrist. 
Sew on the arms to the shoulders or 
bust of the doll. They should be 
made as if she were holding out 
her frock with them. 

Prepare a silk skirt, and plait it 
on to the doll’s waist, concealing the 
join with a belt or sash. You may 
add an apron of thin crape, trimmed

with ribbon and tucked up at one 
corner with a small flower. 


Put silk shoes on her feet, hav- 
ing sewed on the legs of the doll 
in such a manner that they will 
move easily from the knees. 


Take a small spool or ball of black 
sewing silk. Pass one end of it 
through the body of the doll, and 
having made a large knot on this 
end, tie it to the bar of a chair. Slip 
the doll along the thread of silk 
till she is about a yard from the 
chair. Then place yourself in front 
of her, holding the spool in your 


hand; you may stand two yards from 


the doll. Jerk the thread up and down 
so as to move the doll, and make her 
feet go as if they were dancing. 

When you are about to put her 
away, draw in the thread close to 
her back (the knot will prevent its 
coming through), wind up the spool, 
and lay it with the doll in her box 
or drawer. 

There must be a flat skirt of

The Reasons for 
BUTTON COLLECTING 


Sometimes those of us who take the 
values of button collecting for granted 
are called upon to defend the hobby to 
the uninitiated. We think Mrs. Pat H. 
Norwood had the right angles when she 
wrote her personal reasons for HOBBIES 
some years ago. We quote her from an 
earlier issue of HOBBIES: 


“People often seem surprised to 
learn that I collect buttons: Some- 
times I detect a scornful amusement 
at the idea that buttons are worth 
collecting, or a suspicion that only 
persons of abnormal intelligence 
would care for such a hobby. In 
self-defense I have lined up six good 
reasons why I collect buttons. 

“In the first place, button collect- 
ing is recreational, as any hobby 
should be. It provides pleasant di- 
version from routine duties; yet can 
be pursued by folks ‘who have to stay 
at home most of the time—as I do, 
with three young children. Many 
leisure hours can be spent collecting, 
assorting, identifying, inounting, and 
admiring buttons. 

“Secondly, I find button collecting 
a sociable thing to do. Many visits 
with friends and friends’ friends 
have been motivated by my desire to 
look into their button boxes, and 
they in turn have come to my house, 
bringing guests to see my collection. 
The hobby has proved a means of 
making new friends and of becom-

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Through correspondence I have found 
kindred spirits in fellow hobbyists 
whom I have never met, from Texas 
to Nebraska and from Florida to 
Maine and even into Canada: 

“A third reason for building up a 
button collection is that it is sure 
to be artistic. Buttons are meant to 
be ornamental as well as useful and 
many of them are truly beautiful. 
Skillful craftsmanship and real artis- 
try have gone into the designing and 
making of fine buttons. The artist 
Whistler himself designed the uni- 
form button worn by West Point 
cadets, and such famous masterpieces 
as Raphael’s Sistine Madonna have 
appeared on buttons. A 1944 booklet 
called ‘Buttons Are Art’ shows 85 
ditferent buttons and the works of 
art from which they are taken. If 
beauty in any form delights the eye, 
then looking at an arrangement of 
beautiful buttons should afford ar- 
tistic pleasure. Incidentally, the best 
way to convert a person who scoffs 
at button collecting, is to show him 
several trays of lovely buttons. He 
is a pitiable person indeed who can- 
not see beauty in the colorful spar- 
kle of glass, the soft luster of pearl, 
the symmetry of geometric designs 
in ‘jet’ or metal, the intricacy of 
flowers and butterflies inlaid in sur- 
taces less than an inch across, or 
in the delicacy of a tiny rose appar- 
ently trozen inside a dewdrop (as 
in a paperweight button). 

“In the fourth place, buttons are 
intinitely varied: here is an endless 
variety of sizes, shapes, materials, 
and decorative designs. A glance at 
tne various classitications in which 
trays may be entered at button shows, 
will suggest the great variety of 
types available. ln my own collec- 
tion I have specimens ranging from 
one-eighth of an inch in diameter 
to three inches I have all the conven- 
tional shapes, also, ‘goofies’ ranging 
from a frog to a cherub, and from 
a bunch of onions to a perfume-ato- 
mizer. Regarding materials, someone 
has said that‘ it is edsier to name 
the materials of which buttons are 
not made than those of which they

“Benj. Frothingham Cabbinet 
Maker in Charlestown, N. E.” 


By ETHEL HALL BJERKOE* 


Pieces of furniture bearing the la- 
bel “Benjn. Frothingham, Cabinet 
Maker in ‘Charlestown, N.E.” are of 
great value today. This was the ear- 
ly label of Benjamin Frothingham 
who was born in Boston April 6, 1734. 
His father, also named Benjamin, was 
a cabinetmaker with his shop near 
Milk Street, Boston. This burned in 
1760. 

Doubtiess the son learned his trade 
in hig father’s shop. It is believed he 
was already established as a cabinet- 
maker in Charlestown by 1756 when 
he enlisted in Richard Gridley’s Ar- 
tillery Company. He took part in the 
expedition to capture Quebec and dur- 
ing the Revolution served in the Co- 
lonial army in several different posi- 
tions, finally becoming Major of Ar- 
tillery. When the war was over, he 
returned to Charlestown and rebuilt 
his house and shop which had been 
destroyed June 17, 1775 when the 
British General Gage ‘burned the 


town. Here Frothingham resumed his 
cabinetmaking business, At some ear- 
lier date he had married a Mary De- 
land and they were the parents of 
six daughters and a son, who also 
became a cabinetmaker. 

Frothingham as a Major became a 
member of the Society of the Cin- 
cinnati and was also a friend of 
George Washington, In 1789 Wash- 
ington called upon him at his home 
in ‘Charlestown, the only private call 
he ever made in that town. 

Frothingham constructed outstand- 
ing block-front furniture which com- 
pares favorably with that made by 
the Goddard-Townsend group of New- 
port, R. I. The blocking of the Mas- 
sachusetts-made furniture, however, 
has a somewhat rounder quality than 
that of the Newport furniture, is sim-

pler in adornment, and the bird’s 
claws of the claw-and-ball feet turn 
backward in a diagonal] line, the claw 
holding the ball somewhat lightly in 
a manner quite unlike that on the 
Goddard-Townsend pieces. Neither 
does the Massachusetts’ work show 
the undercut talon, attempted no- 
where in America except at Newport. 

Frothingham also made reverse- 
serpentine front chests and desks 
while some of his latest work was 


in the Hepplewhite stvle. A feature 
of his reverse-serpentine front fur- 
niture is the shaping of the top draw- 
er front. This is cut from a solid 
piece of wood and round blocked. He 
also used a delicate ogival bracket 
foot and as corner finials a crisp 
corkscrew rising from an urn. 
Some eight pieces of furniture 
bearing Frothingham’s label have 
been located and many more have 
been attributed to him by compari-

son with the labeled pieces. Although 
he worked chiefly in mahogany, one 
simple secretary bearing his label is 
of cherry. He used a label engraved 
by Nathaniel Hurd, a member of the 
famous family of Boston silversmiths. 
The earlier read “Benj. Frothingham, 
Cabbinet Maker in Charlestown, N. 
E.” The later labels omitted the 
“N.E.” Frothingham died in 1809. 

At the dispersal sale of the Luke 
Vincent Lockwood collection at the 
Parke Bernet Galleries, New York Ci- 
ty, on May 15, 1954 a Chippendale 
carved and parcel-gilded, mahogany 
bonnet-top block-front chest-on-chest 
with kneehole sold for $15,000. A 
matching dressing table or bureau 
sold for $10,000. While these two piec- 
es were not attributed to Frothing- 
ham in the listing it seem probable 
that it was he who constructed them. 
One may read inthe catalog descrip- 
tion of them “Mr. Lockwood remarks 
that a chest-on-chest, the exact dupli- 
cate of the present one, is in the War- 
ner House, Portsmouth, N. H. and that 
both pieces bear every earmark of 
having been executed by the same 
maker as the chest-on-chest original- 
ly belonging to Smith & Beck of Phil- 
adelphia.” 

At the time the Smith & Beck 
chest-on-chest was advertised for sale 
the description said “To our knowl- 
edge there are only three pieces of 
this type in existence ... in all 
probability the work of Benjamin 
Frothingham of Charlestown, Mass., 
circa 1760,” 

In the Ashley House, Deerfield, 
Mass., there is a block-front mahoga- 
ny secretary attributed to Frothing- 
ham. This originally belonged to the 
Rev. John Marsh of Boston. Long- 
fellow used it at ‘Cambridge and at 
his death, it became the property of 
his daughter who was the wife of 
the younger Richard Henry Dana. 

Frothingham’s signature has been 
found on a side chair in the Hepple- 
white style with carving attributed to 
Samuel McIntire of Salem, This piece 
is privately owned. 

Major Frothingham (as he was 
always known after the Revolution) 
had a son Benjamin, born in 1774, 
who also became a cabinetmaker. He 
has not, as yet, been deemed of the 
same importance as his father.

THE DAR AND COMMEMORATIVE PLATES 


By MARY & TRYON SHEPHERD 


The Daughters of the American 
Revolution have contributed generous- 
ly of their means and time to per- 
petuate the deeds of our ancestors, 
and to mark location of their vic- 
tories and in some cases, of their 
defeats. (Mary Shepherd is a mem- 
ber of the William Winchester Chap- 
ter of the D.A.R., and is proud of 
these activities). 

At an early date in their history 
some of the chapters found that the 
purchase of historical houses, their 
maintenance, and the designing, cast- 
ing and erection of bronze markers 
involved considerable expenditures. 
The solution of this problem for them 
was a happy one for collectors, as 
some chapters decided to use histor- 
ical china as a method of not only 
contributing further to the verpetua- 
tion of our pride in the accomplish- 
ments of our ancestors, but also, as 
a means of raising funds for their 
program. 

The 94-inch, dark blue plate (up- 
per left) showing Continental Hall 
of the D.A.R. in Washington, D. C., 
is an early view of this building, 
designed by Edward Pierce Casey. It 


shows the curved and pillared por- 
tico from which Crandall took his 
photograph of the Washington Monu- 
ment. Time has made some changes 
and in this case the modern street 
lighting and the elimination of the 
peculiar shrubbery in the foreground 
has certainly improved the setting of 
this beautiful building. 
The reverse of the plate carries the 
following: 
‘Memorial Continental Hall 
Washington, TC. C. 
Dedicated April 17, 1905 
Wedgwood, Etruria, England 
Jones, McDuffee & Stratton, Sole 
Importers 


and 
Made for Lucinda Stone Chapter D.A.R. 
Kalamazoo, Michigan.”’ 


It is interesting that the Regent 
of 1913-15 at Kalamazoo, responsible 
for this plate, was Miss Alice McDuf- 
fee and one cannot help but wonder 
i she was related to the Boston fam- 
i 


Lucinda Hinsdale Stone numbered 
Susan B. Anthony and Julia Ward 
Howe among her friends. In 1890 the 
University of Michigan gave her an 
honorary PhD. degree. 
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The middle plate in the top row, 
is an 8'%-inch fine china plate. The 
border is deep blue with an inner 
and outer edge of gold—bearing with- 
in those bands thirty-two five pointed 
gold stars. The center decoration is 
a formalized copy of the insignia or 
badge of the D.A.R. with its thirteen 
siars. 

On the reverse I find only “France” 
and the artist’s name: “Jane Jen- 
kins.” 

The 9%-inch blue landscape _ bor- 
dered plate at the upper right shows 
the “Capture of Vincennes.” This 
plate was produced in 1929 as a part 
of George Rogers Clark Sesqui-Cen- 
tennial, and the reverse shows that it 
was made in England for the Paul 
Revere Chapter Number 317 D.A.R. 
in Muncie Ind. Mrs. Horace Murphy 
was the Regent responsible for the 
plate. The illustration was taken from 
a painting by Fred C. Yohn and was 
originally an illustration in the 
Youths Companion (a collector’s item 
itself). 

It has been well said that Clark’s 
exploits were fabulous. He was com- 
missioned by Virginia to seize the 
territory north of the Ohio River, 
beating the British at Vincennes 
(now in Indiana). Thus it was 
that the United States could lay 
claim to all the Ohio Valley. Gen- 
eral Clark also had a younger broth- 
er who was famous in his own right 
as the second member of the Lewis 
and Clark Expedition. 

The reverse of the vlate, of course, 
carries the “Wedgwood Etruria, 
England” and “Jones, McDuffee & 


DAR and commemorative plates from the Shepherd collection 
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Stratton” marks. 

The two 11%-inch medium-blue 
plates shown in the center of the il- 
lustration are from the “Washing- 
ton Bicentennial” set issued by the 
National Society of the D.A.R. in 
1932. They. were made of ivory 
Queensware and have the Landscape 
border. Mrs. Lowell Hobart of Ohio 
was the President General of the So- 
ciety responsible for the issue of the 
set. 

The plates of this set not shown, 


include the following:

The Washington portrait is taken 
from the Gilbert Stuart painting made 
at Germantown, Pa., in 1796 and 
known as the “Atheneum” portrait. 
The original is now in the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts. 

On the reverse in blue is shown 
the insignia of the D.A.R.—a facsi- 
mile of Washington’s signature, and 
of course, “Wedgwood, Etruria, Eng- 
land” with Jones, McDuffee & Strat- 
ton as sole importers. 

The Washington Centennial plate 
showing the view of the monument 
through the columns of Continental 
Hall is interesting, and a rather un- 
usual treatment of the monument. The 
photograph which was used in mak- 
ing this plate was taken by E. L. 
Crandall before 1913, as it is includ- 
ed in “Washington the Nation’s Cap- 
itol” by Taft & Bryce. A comparison 
of the 1901 Plan for Washington 
shown by President Taft, like the 
plan of Peter Charles 1l’Enfant, cer- 
tainly bears out the statement that 
Washington plans are like its politics 
likely to change. That this is for our 
best interests is certainly supported 
by comparison of the Washington 
Monument as it stands today, with 
some of the original plans. 

The reverse of the plate bears the 
insignia of the D.A.R. and the title: 
“Washington Monument from the 
South Portico of Memorial Continen- 
tal Hall,” (and other markings as 
shown on the first Bicentennial plate). 

In addition to producing the twelve 
plates mentioned, the D.A.R. also in- 
dorsed for sale twelve beautiful plates 
in fine earthenware made by the 
Crown Ducal Pottery. These were 
made in royal blue, pink and mauve 
—all color under glaze to insure dura- 
bility. 

The 10%4-inch mauve plate on the 
left of the center line is one of these 
plates. It shows an illustration of 
“Washington Crossing the Delaware,” 
and while it is said the boat and sol- 
diers are German, and that the ice 
floats on the German Rhine—the 
painting is now all American. The 
reverse of the plate is almost as love- 
ly as the front, with its mauve 
wreaths and formalized design. From 


top to bottom it reads: 
“George Washington 
Bicentenary 
Memorial Plates 


1732-1932 
First in War 
First in Peace 
First in the Hearts of His 

Countrymen.” 

The ten-inch mauve plate on the 
right of the Bicentennial vlates has 
the beautiful fruit and flower border 
so familiar as a part of Rowland 
and Marsellus Historical Series, but 


this plate is marked on the reverse: 
Royal Fenton 


oummn Pome Ware 
Made in England 
At the top of the plate worked 
into the border design we find the 
insignia of the D.A.R. The center il- 
lustration is entitled “The Surrender 
of Col. William Ledyard.” 
On the reverse: 
“The 


Groton, Conn. - Sept. 6, 1781"’ 

This plate was issued by the Anna 
Warner Bailey Chapter D.A.R. in 
1908. This chapter organized in 1893 
has sponsored both English and Ger- 
man historical items—cups, saucers, 
pitchers, sugar bowls, and creamers 
have been issued through the years. 
At one time an entire dinner service 
was available. So while the “Land- 
ing of Lafayette” is probably a first 
view used on one of these sets—it 
is only so by a few years. 

The illustration is taken from a 
sketch made by Wolcott Adams 
Brown, now the property of the chap- 
ter—having been presented to them 
by Mrs. Mariana Brown a charter 
member. The Regent at the time of 
the sponsoring of this plate was Mrs. 
Clara B. Whitman. 

You may have forgotten that dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War, New Lon- 
don was an important port and was 
supposedly protected by two forts. 
Clinton sent Brig. Gen. Benedict Ar- 
nold with 2,000 men to capture the 
port and forts in 1781. As usual, 
when it came to military matters, 
Arnold did the job, and his giving 
of no quarter and the burning of the 
town were typical of Arnold. When he 
fought he fought one hundred per 
cent and how he hated his former 
friends. 

It has been said that Republics are 
ungrateful to their heroes and the 
article in a recent paper giving Mrs. 
Arnold’s (the widow of General Hap 
Arnold of our last war) pension as 
sixty-five dollars a month would in- 


dicate that the saying is true.

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THE DAR &

England gave Peggy Shippan Ar- 
nold tive hundred pounds a year for 
life and one hundred vounds a year for 
each of her five children and that was 
only a part of England’s payment for 
the treachery of Arnold. 

The ten-inch deep blue plate at the 
left of the bottom line with the same 
border as that of the last plate is a 
Rowland Marsellus plate made in 
Staffordshire, England as the reverse 
assures us. At the top of the plate, 
worked into the design is the insig- 
nia of the D.A.R. 

The center illustration is titled: 
“Oliver & Abigail (Wolcott) Ells- 
worth” and is taken from a paint- 
ing by Ralph Earl who painted the 
Ellsworths in 1792. The painting is 
now in the Wadsworth Athenaeum 
in Hartford, Conn. The reverse of the 
plate shows the following inscription: 

“Oliver Ellsworth 
Born at Windsor, Conn., 1745, was 
one of the Framers of the Federal 
Constitution and Third Chief Justice 
of the United States. This plate is 

issued by the Connecticut DAR 1906."’ 


I think only the Daughters of the 
American Revolution would have add- 
ed the lady’s maiden name to the ti- 
tle, and for that reason, if no other, 
I number this plate among my fa- 
vorites. 

The Connecticut D.A.R.s waited 
twenty-three years before they went 
to England for the third plate in 
the bottom row. It is a view of the 
Ellsworth Home presented to the 
Connecticut D.A.R. around 1900. This 
ten-inch blue plate in the Landscape 
border, also carries the D.A.R. in- 
signia at the top of the plate and 
while Wedgwoods’ treatment is out- 
standing, I prefer Rowland & Mar- 
sellus’ method where the insignia, 
which is certainly the lesser item, 
blends into the border. The reverse 
of the plate has the following in- 
scription in blue: 

“Oliver Ellsworth Homestead, Wind- 
sor, Connecticut. In this home Oliver 
Ellsworth Chief Justice of the United 
States under President George Wash- 
ington lived and died. Made in Eng- 
land for the Connecticut Daughters 
of the American Revolution 1929. 
Jones McDuffee & Stratton Sole Im- 
ela Wedgwood, Etruria, Eng- 
and. 


Windsor is the oldest town in Con- 
necticut. 

The 10%4-inch Wedgwood plate 
(center of bottom row), with the Ed- 
me border is light blue as to illus- 
tration, and was lent to me for the 
purpose of this article by Dorothy 
Henderson the present Regent of the 
D.A.R. chapter that sponsored its 
production. 

The reverse shows that the plate 
was made by Wedgwood at Etruria, 
England in 1935, and bears the Jones, 
McDuffee & Stratton mark. The in- 
scription follows, in part: 

“General Henry Sibley partner in 
the American Fur Company and first 
Governor of Minnesota, built this 
house in 1835. Delegate to Congress 
from Minnesota Territory in 1849. 
Commander of troops in the Sioux 
Outbreak of 1862.” 

This memorial commemorates the 
Centennial of the Sibley House pre- 
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sented to the Minnesota Society 
D.A.R. by the St. Paul Chapter as 
an Historic Museum, June 14, 1910. 

It is interesting to note that this 
stone house had for mortar Minne- 
sota River mud, and for laths the 
willows and rushes cut along the 
river. 

And so the Historical plates con- 
tinue, and Centennials move west 
across our great land. 

We would feel remiss indeed, if 
we did not acknowledge the help ren- 
dered us by the Regents of all chap- 
ters whose plates have been described 
—by the National Society, and by 
the Librarian and Town Manager of 
Windsor, Conn.

COLLECTORS 


The tobacco tax seal on cigar box- 
es is on its way to being a collector’s 
item, according to information sent 
us by Louis W. Evans, collector of 
old Barber Shop Shaving Mugs, 
Whaling items, and other things of 
Lexana, Kansas. 

The Government has revised its 
system of collecting this tax by al- 
lowing manufacturers to file a daily 
return tax form which requires them 
to list the number of cigars in each 
box, plus their name and address. 

All this seems simpler than using 
the. old stamp form, so many boxes 
of cigars are being put out without 
the tobacco tax seal—the long- known 
blue stamp bearing the picture of 
Henry Clay. Collectors say the blue 
tobacco stamp will soon be a thing of 
the past as to use, and ready for the 
collector’s files.

pasteboard under the silk skirt to 
shape it out; and to the middle of 
this pasteboard the legs must be 
loosely fastened, but not so as to en- 
danger their dropping off. 

Woman Pincushion 

Get a small doll’s head and arms 
of the material called composition. 
Make a body and upper parts for 
the arms of kid stuffed with bran. 
Then fasten the head and arms to 
the body. 

Make a coarse linen pincushion 
something in the shape of a beehive, 
and stuff it very hard with bran. The 
bottom or lower extremity must be 
flat, and covered with thick paste- 
board that it may stand firmly. Then 
cover the whole pincushion with vel- 
vet or silk, and dress the doll with 
bodv and sleeves of the same, or of 
white satin. The pincushion repre- 
sents the skirt, and you must sew 
it firmly to the body, concealing the 
join by a sash or belt. You may put 
a handsome trimming on the skirt. 

Make a hat or bonnet for the doll’s 
head and dress her neck with a scarf 
or handkerchief. 

The pins are to be stuck into the pin- 
cushion or skirt at regular distances 
in little clusters or diamonds, or four 
together so as to look like spangles. 

This pincushion is for a toilet-table. 

Editor’s note—Sew or embroider 
your initials or name in the body, 
with the year, and other pertinent 
data, so if they survive 100 years 
hence collectors will know their 
origin.

1944 lists one hundred seventy differ- 
ent materials. There is even wide 
variations in the method of attach- 
ment of the fastener to the garment, 
and there are many different kinds 
of shanks. Holes for the thread to 
run through are usually limited to 
two or four, but I have buttons with 
only one hole, some with three and 
with five, one with six holes, and 
one with eight. 

“As a fifth point, button collecting 
is informational. Everyone who loves 
and studies buttons knows how readi- 
ly the collector igs led into fascinat- 
ing ‘by-paths of art, music, literature, 
history, geography, nature study, 
chemistry, and other fields. For in- 
stance, it is impossible to take a 
putton’s eye-view of world history 
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trom Cleopatra to Wendell Wilkie. 
It 1s curious to learn that buttons 
were originally the jewelry of men; 
that Francis I of France orderea 
from his jeweler 18,400 gold buttons 
to adorn one velvet suit; that Louis 
XIV in the year 1685 spent $600,000 
on buttons alone; Puritans, on the 
other hand, considered all buttons 
tokens of sinful vanity and used 
laces and hooks instead. It is inter- 
esting to know where pearl buttons 
grow and why ocean pearl is more 
iridescent than the mussel-shell pearl 
of the Mississippi River and its trib- 
utaries. It is surprising to read that 
chemists are now manufacturing love- 
ly buttons from ‘milk or from cotton 
and carbolic acid. 

“Lastly, collecting buttons as a 
hobby can be comparatively inexpen- 
sive,” Since 1838 the hobby has been 
nationally advertised, organized, and 
commercializtd to such an extent 
that prices of collectors’ items have 
skyrocketed. A school teacher’s wife 
like me, cannot hope to buy any 
rare buttons at twenty-five or fifty 
dollars a piece, but I can have an 
interesting and attractive collection 
if I search diligently, exchange with 
other collectors, and am willing to 
spend a few dollars a year for sev- 
eral years. And my buttons can be 
“housed” inexpensively in a min- 
imum of space, in boxes in a closet, 
or behind a buffet door; besides, they 
can be moved easily without fear of 
breakage.”

had descended on that small north- 
ern town while on a tour. The Phil- 
lips grew so engrossed in all the 
shop talk around them that they 
were infected by the fever. They 
bought a 1926 Flint and became full- 
fledged members of this world-wide 
fraternity. ‘ 

There is no such thing as caste in 
the old-car hobby world. Once you buy 
an old car and start restoring it, 
you’re in. Long-time enthusiasts will 
listen to your experiences as eagerly 
as if you had a hundred models. 

The Phillips have four veteran 
autos at present; Del Englerth, an- 
other local collector, has seven; Baum 
has something like eleven models in 
various stages of restoration. But 
this does not make any of them 
more a member of the fraternity than 
Bert Benham who has two cars, or 
W. A. Ironside and Martin Hummel 
who each have but one thus far. It’s 
like it is with millionaires; you’re 
a bona fide millionaire whether you 
have one million or a hundred. 

Mr. Ironside is the type (and you’ll 
find them everywhere) who is chief- 
ly interested in one particular make 
of car. The lone model he now owns 
is a 1921 Ford touring car. He would 
like te acquire other Ford models, 
though he didn’t say other makes 
are entirely out of his interest. 

But when is a car old? Some 
people think you shouldn’t be inter- 
ested in a thing that doesn’t have 
brass lamps. Others say, “if it’s 25 
vears old or older, it’s an antique.” 
Still others set the stock-market 
crash of 1929 as the dividing line. 

Winter is the season of hibernation 
for antique cars. If you have a lot 
of garage space, you simply divest 
the old-timers of their brass and 
other accessories and give them a 
good rest at home. But if you are 
short on storage space, you put them 
in the barns, sheds, garages of your 
country friends and relatives. 

Then when spring rolls around 
and ‘the trade journals begin to ad- 
vertise tours for the the coming sea- 
son, you polish the brass and start 
out once more. For many veteran 
cars are not just museum pieces. Mr. 
and Mrs. Phillips drove their 1920 
closed - coupe Pierce - Arrow 1,530 
miles on the Glidden Tour during 
the summer of 1955. 

When the long line of antique 
autos approaches a small town on 
such a tour, the whole thing erupts 
into something of a gala occasion. 
Townspeople line the curb as the 
glittering cars roll down main street, 
bulb horns squawking, and with their 
occupants dressed in Gay ’90 dusters. 
Or 'if the cars hit town at night, the 
effect is even more festive, for then 
the brass lamps will be aglow. Is it 
any wonder the old-car fever can 
be caught, but good, just by watching 
one of these parades.

“RELIGIOUS” STAMP 
COLLECTOR 


Phil Platzker, New York insur- 
ance man, shown with one of his 
books that feature his unique hobby, 
Religious and Biblical stamps. With 
the 16th annual National Bible Week 
observance to be held throughout the 
country during the week of October 
15-21, Platzker approached the Lay- 
men’s National Committee,  Inc., 
sponsors of the all-faiths event, with 
his collection of approximately 400 
stamps. This hobby has taken him 
over 15 years to collect. 

Usually starting with a Biblical 
passage, Platzker combs the many 
outlets carrying stamps of all types, 
sizes and colors. A perfectionist, he 
often spends months at a time un- 
til he discovers just the one that 
will help to round out a verse or 
chapter from the Old Testament. To 
illustrate “The Ten Commandments” 
he illustrates the First Command- 
ment, which says, “Thou Shall Have 
No Other Gods Before Me”. Platzker 
chose a French Indian stamp—one 
that depicts a Buddhist idol. 

For the Sixth Commandment “Thou 
Shall Not Commit Adultery”—what 
could be more effective than the fa- 
mous Spanish stamp of Goya’s well- 
known The Nude Contessa. 

With infinite care and patience we 
see 2 pages depicting The Lord’s 
Prayer, graphically told in 8 stamps, 
whilst “The 23rd Psalm” is a 3 page 
feature of 14 stamps. All have been 
a challenge to the hobbyist collector. 

A well-known Fifth Avenue store 
will use part of the stamp collec- 
tion in their tribute to National Bible 
Week. Radio and Television will fea- 
ture Platzker and his hobby, and it 
is through this hobby that the cam- 
paign’s theme: The Bible—Timeless 
and Eternal” will in one more way 
find its way to today’s world. 


NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


A colorful mark of the long and 
rich history of the postal service is 
a jargon or special language that 
has sprung up over the years, Post- 
master General Arthur E. Summer- 
field observed today. He explained, 


“Since coming to the Post Office, 
I have noticed that our postal people 
have a considerable vocabulary of 
unusual phrases and terms. some of 
which undoubtedly date back many 
years. I believe the public would be 
interested in knowing about some of 
these, most of which were new to 
me. 


One of the most unusual terms, Mr. 
Summerfield noted, is “NIXIE”, mail 
that can’t be delivered because the 
address is incorrect illegible, or in- 
sufficient. 


_ Mr. Summerfield gave the follow- 
ing other examples of terms that are 
used frequently by postal employees: 


“HASH” mail is a small miscellan-

not have to go out immediately in 
order to make connections. 

A “JACKPOT” does not cause any 
particular delight for a postal em- 
ployee. It is mail for which a clerk 
does not immediately have room in 
his case and which he masses together 
in a box or sack for later distribution 
as soon as space is available. 

“KILLING A POUCH” means in- 
tercepting the mail pouch opening it 
and re-sorting the contents, to ad- 
vance delivery. 

“KILLER BARS” in post offices 
are not lethal weapons but merely 
bars or lines within a postmarking 
stamp. 

A “RED” is a piece of registered 
mail ( a term which originated when 
registered mail was dispatched in red- 
striped pouches.) 

And “RED MAN” is a_ registry 
clerk, while a “RED RUN” is the 
work assignment of an employee who 
handies registered mail. 

A “SCHEME” does not connote 
anything underhanded, but is merely 
a guide or set of instructions for the 
proper distribution of mail. 

“SLUGS” are unusually 
pieces of first-class mail. 

“VICE” is used to mean “in place 
of.” For example it may be used 
when one employee takes the place 
of another on a work assignment— 
such as “Substitute Tom Brown will 
run vice (in place of) clerk Smith.” 

An “X-MAN” is a clerk designated 
by a postal supervisor to examine a 
mail car on a railroad before it is 
vacated by postal personnel to make 
sure no mail has been left behind. 

And an “X-POUCH” is the last 
pouch in a series of mail pouches 
being handled. 

These terms, Mr. Summerfield not- 
ed, are only a few of the dozens 
used regularly in the postal service. 
The meanings given ‘may-wary some- 
what, or have slightly different shad- 
ings of meanings from place to place, 
but the terms illustrated and their 
meanings are typical of the colorful 
and little-known language of the Pos- 
tal Service. 

“Since a single phrase or term 
may carry a paragraph of meaning 
they save time and serve many use- 
ful and interesting purposes in get- 
ting more than 56 billion pieces of 
mail delivered annually,” Mr. Sum- 
merfield concluded.

One hundred and eighty years ago, 
while Jefferson was writing a declar- 
ation of independence, Adam Smith, 
founder of: the science of economics, 
was writing the enduring fact that no 
nation in history ever had paid its 
war debts for a major war. He ex- 
plained that the kings or rulers had 
always reduced the size of their coins 
or in some other way made a lot of 
cheap money with which to “pay” 
off the debts. Today we are doing 
the same old thing — paying off the 
debts on World War II and the Cold 
War with cheaper and cheaper money 
that will buy less and less. We are 
not bothered by coins today; all that 
has to be done is speed up the print- 
ing presses and write larger figures 
in the bank books. 


Thirty years ago our country went 
through what we choose to call the 
Silk Shirt Era. Others may call it 
The Roaring Twenties. It has faded 
into history. That was the era when 
it seemed that every laborer who had 
never owned a silk shirt bought a 
silk shirt — many in very bright 
colors. It was the New Era, the eco- 
nomic millenium. It was the day 
of towering nef apartments in our 
cities with thin walls and thick mort- 
gages that would never be paid. 


Today silk shirts are old stuff, but 
our unskilled laborers who have never 
owned a new car are buying bigger 
and bigger new cars in brilliant colors 
that rival the colors of the silk shirts 
of the Twenties. They are buying 
shiny new houses with shiny new 
equipment that will never be paid for 
as Americana considers “payment.” 
They are being paid for, and will be 
paid for in cheaper and cheaper 
money. 


This year the automobile market is 
showing that most everybody has now 
“had one” of these powerful, long, 
shiny yellow and cerise motor cars 
and are now looking around for effi- 
cient transportation . . . which costs 
much less. The new house market 


this year begins to show some signs 
that most people have now “had one” 
of these shiny new houses, 15, 20, 30 
or 40 miles from where they work. 
By now you think we are leading 
up to a repetition of that horrid old 


story about the old witch depression 
and the poor orphan children of ’29 
and the ’30’s. No. Not at all. We 
have “had one” of those and do not 
want another. Last time we hemmed 
and hawed trom ’29 to ’383 about 
what we should do about it. Then 
We gave up and admitted that we 
would have to pay for the binge in 
very cheap money. ‘This time we are 
all set to cheapen the money quickly. 


For example our leaders already 
have on the books a super-colossal, 
gold plated project in the form of 
billions for road building. ‘This is 
not primarily because the roads are 
badly needed, but it is a simple way 
of scattering more and more cheaper 
and cheaver money out through the 
normal high wage channels. Our 
proposed billions in foreign give-a- 
‘ways accomplished the same purpose. 
No one at all will be hurt — except 
the old people, including you as you 
grow older. If you find that the dol- 
lars you have so painfully saved for 
your old age in bank accounts, in- 
surance, etc., will have little buying 
power, cheer up. Some sobbing poli- 
tician will vote a small increase in 
your pension or relief to make up a 
small part of your loss—and further 
cheapen the value of your dollars. 


What of the value of antiques? 
With cheaper and cheaper money we 
expect the dollar values of antiques 
to slowly rise, but with no inflation- 
ary spurt. Our industry went on an 
inflationary binge at the close of the 
war when wages were high, money 
was plentiful, and little had as yet 
been produced to spend it on. The 
trade now has that out of its system 
and is on a level keel. Most recent 
shows and sales show an improve- 
ment. over last year and the year be- 
fore. Not enough to start another 
wild price-hiking binge, but enough 
to be very reassuring.

Back we go to the town meeting of 
Americana by way of the kilocy- 
cles. Can it be that we have found 
a way back to a “democratic” form 
of government insterd of the form of 


a “republic” where decisions are made 
by “representatives” of the people, 
rather than by the people themselves? 


Since the first crystal radio sets 
buzzed out the message, “Alabama 
casts 26 votes for Oscar Underwood” 
to little knots of people gathered 
around the sets, the trend hag been 
toward more and more direct par- 
ticipation by the people as a whole. 
Even the smoke filled rooms have not 
escaped. Outside the door of each 
smoke filled room at the recent con- 
ventions was a man with a camera 
and a microphone hooked up to the 
kilocycles. Political “secrets” were 
spilled like rain across the nation, 


Four years ago the general public 
saw the show under the political “big 
top” for the first time on their tele- 
vision screens, They reacted to the 
doings of the performers much as any 
kid on his first visit to a circus. This 
year they sat as seasoned voting citi- 
zens, with one eye on the big top and 
the other on the caucus sideshows 
where performers are trained in their 
acts. The agile men on the political 
flying trapeze knew there was no net 
under them as they flew through po- 
litical principles with the greatest of 
ease, before the searching eyes of tens 
of millions of citizens. There is lit- 
tle smoke left in the smoke filled 
rooms. 


When the late lamented New Deal 
suddenly shifted all governmental 
power from Main Street and Coon 
Holler to Pennsylvania Avenue by the 
system of “Tax and tax; elect and 
elect,” those in command knew more 
about electronics than did Mr. and 
Mrs. America. Today Tom, Dick and 
Harry know their kilocycles, and can 
distinguish political static from state- 
craft. Even the smoke filled political 
static of far away places with strange 
sounding names ig fading away un- 
der the pressure of world wide trav- 
el, objective reporting of news and the 
instant response of kilocycles from 
those far away places. 


There will always be “politics” in 
school districts, women’s clubs, states 
and nations, but the new Town Meet- 
ing method of American government 
is rapidly wiping out the shrewd po- 
litical finesse of the past fifty years.

Money of 


Yesteryear 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


The Guide Book of United States 
Coins by R. S. Yeoman, is unquestion- 
ably, one of the leading numismatic 
books today. ($1.75 plus postage at 
any dealers) It has become the Bible 
of the Numismatic World and the 
10th edition for 1957 has recently 
been released. 

Known as the Red Book, prices of 
this edition are up for every United 
States coin. This is not surprising, 
for sales records the past few months 
have indicated that the old Red Book 
was becoming obsolete. 

Well known rarities have taken 
quite a jump. The 1856 flying eagle 
cent in the 9th edition in good con- 
dition catalogued at $325. The new 
edition has placed the valuation at 
$425. A new listing is the 1868 over 
1869 Indian Head cent with a valua- 
tion in uncirculated condition at $70. 
The 1877 cent in proof rose from 
$85 to $100; 1909S Indian Head from 
$42.50 to $50 uncirculated; 1914 D 
Lincoln cent, uncirculated, from $80 
to $110; 1909 S VDB Lincoln cent, 
uncirculated, from $30 to $40. 

United States proof sets have been 
rising in value so rapidly the new edi- 
tion is already obsolete, listing the 
19386 proof sets at $275 when they 
alreadv are selling for $475. Similar 
situations are evident on most all 
the proof sets from 1936 on up to 
1956. In some instances, gold coins in- 
dicate a rise, but for the most part 
have been catalogued at prices listed 
in the 9th edition. 

We wonder how high coin prices 
will rise! Coin values have been 
soaring for many years without any 
sign of a halt, and many feel that 
lots of coins are at present priced 
way too high, but who can say that 
is a fact? We must not forget that 
America’s population today is far 
greater than it ever was and it has 
been estimated that 500 new collec- 
tors are coming into the numismatic 
world every month. There are no 
more coins being added to take the 
place of the increasing demands. 
There are undoubtedly millions of 
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stamp collectors and there is no 
reason why ultimately there will not 
be millions of coin collectors and 
should this come to pass, there most 
certainly will not be enough rare 
coins to meet the ever increasing: 
demand. 

Outstanding rarities in the phila- 
telic world bring fabulous prices, far 
more than similar rarities in the num- 
ismatic world. Some rare stamps 
run in value to $100,000 and more, 
but the record for any coin has not 
been much over $25,000 and it is 
believed by many that these great 
rarities of the numismatic field will 
some day be worth just as muchi.as 
the philatelic ones. I believe this is 
one of the reasons why celebrated 
rarities and difficult-to-get-coins are 
being bought un at high prices by 
dealers, who believe that in the future 
their value will far exceed present 
day values. 


Rare coins have become so diffi- 
cult to obtain, that a great many 
dealers have been buying them at 
full catalog, and in some instances 
over catalog, just to have them on 
hand. The present practice seems to 
be to purchase these at top prices 
today. hold them a year or two and 
sell them, profiting by the increase 
in value. This makes it increasingly 
difficult for collectors to secure 
choice material at bargain prices, for 
the dealers “bid” is alwavs there at 
a top value. As long as this goes on 
and new collectors enter the field, 
coins will rise in value. The day of 
purchasing choice material at dis- 
count under catalog is fast disappear- 
ing.

I wouldn’t 
be surprised if this nickel might sell 
as high as $10,000 in the next two 
vears, and in time hit the astronomical 
heights of some of the rare stamps.

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present owners and offer them full 
catzlog $7000 for one nickel right 
now, I doubt if you would be able 
to purchase one at that price, for 
they, too anticipate a rise. 

Another celebrated rarity is the 
1804 silver dollar. Specimens of this 
dollar have sold from $3125 on uj 
to $12,500, but none have been offer 
ed for many years. I would be very 
much surprised if the next price 
realized for this great rarity was not 
in the $25,000 bracket. 

Due to the present day new inven- 
tions and means of locating metals 
more and more of the many treas- 
ures that have been lost centuries 
ago, are being recovered. This, to 
the numismatic world means that 
more and more old and rare foreign 
coins are coming to light again. With 
the new aides, more and more per- 
sons are becoming interested in the 
fascinating hobby of hunting treas- 
ure. A great many disappointments 
await some, but some lucky ones will 
be well rewarded. Treasure, does not 
necessarily have to be at the bottom 
of the sea. Wars, uncertain times, 
lack of transportation, and many 
other reasons cause the hiding of 
valuables. The West, with its Gold 
Rush days; the North and South dur- 
ing the Civil War, our whole country, 
wherever armies went during the 
French and Indian, and then again 
the Revolutionary wars are possible 
locations for buried treasure. It 
might be in fields, in mountains, or 
in old cellars or attics. Most usual 
thing our ancestors did was to go out 
either into their barn or into a field 
and simply bury their valuables. Old 
wells were used sometimes, too. 

Perhaps we should do like the uran- 
ium fans, get a detector and start 
hunting.

I do not believe there was ever 
any legal authority authorizing the 
“cutting or shaving” of existing gold 
and silver coins in circulation, in the 


early days of our country. I have 
never heard or read of it. Coins 


have been known to be cut, shaved 
shaken in a bag, sweated to obtain 
the little bit of metal, but never 
legally. It was only done by unscru- 
pulous persons. In the early days 
of America, prior to 1857, coins of 
all nations were accepted at par with 
the few then existing American coins 
in circulation and a great many of 
these became terribly worn, so much 
so as to be hardly readable. It is 
possible that such pieces, being re- 
tired from circulation would be cut

At Dickens’ Sale 


The officiating auctioneer proceed- 
ed without much preface,—perhaps 
he had Mr. Sapsea in his mind,— 
and the sale began. It would be invidi- 
ous to mention particular “lots”; but 
it was clear from the outset that the 
Public was resolved to let nothing 
slip, however intrinsically valueless, 
without a struggle. The first that 
had any direct association with the 
man himself,—a little picture of the 
Britannia, the vessel in which he 
made his first trip to America,— 
evoked a fierce contention, and event- 
ually produced the large bid of 105 
guineas; for the next picture, an infin- 
itely superior one, by the same art- 
ist (Stanfield), but which had no 
such personal interest attaching to 
it, realized, on the other hand, a 
much smaller sum. A water - color 
drawing by Sir David Wilkie, pre- 
sented to the great novelist by the 
artist himself,—a sketch for the “Cot- 
ter’s Saturday Night,”—brought one 
hundred and thirty guineas; while 
“Little Nell and her Grandfather in 
the Tent, making bouquets for the 
Racecourse fetched two hundred and 
seventy-five. A most humorous little 
picture “Mrs. F.’s Aunt.” from Little 
Dorrit, not much larger than the 
paim. of one’s hand, had excited our 
own modest desires, and we fondly 
hoped to become possessed of it; but 
others had entertained the same de- 
sign with better means for its ac- 
complishment, and it was knocked 
down, after a sharp struggle for 





sixty guineas; and “Dolly Varden,” 
by Frith—a real masterpiece,—no less 
than a thousand,— a consummation 
that was received with cheers, and 
Webster’s Brimstone and Treacle 
scene at Dotheboys Hall, though but 
a cabinet picture fetched five hundred 
and ten guineas. But these were 
painted (as indeed were most of the 
pictures) expressly for the great 
novelist, and in the reputation of 
their respective painters possessed 
a three fold attraction. 

Presently a very large picture by 
Stanfield, representing the Eddystone 
Lighthouse,—with so fine a sea on, 
that it caused Mr. Sapsea to observe 
that he who purchased it need scarce 
take his family to the coast this 
autumn,— was disrobed of the baize 
that had concealed it. This piece had 
been painted in illustration of Mr.

Friendship by the mere money value, 
but such bids would certainly have 
astonished them both. 

There was great excitement when 
Maclise’s great picture of Dickens, 
painted in 1839, and presented to 
him by his publisher on the comple- 
tion of Nicholas Nickleby, was placed 
before the crowd. But, alas, how few 
were left who could have recognized 
the Man as he then looked! We had 
most of us been used to a very dif- 
ferent Charles Dickens.—not so hand- 
some, perhaps, but with a more 
thought-worn face than this, and eyes 
of such intense and earnest signifi- 
cance, as could only be the fruit of 
a long experience of human life, and 
sympathy with its joys and woes. 
Mr. Maclise’s picture fetched the com- 
paratively small sum of 660 guineas.

served throughout. To see the aston- 
ished grin upon the face of the auc- 
tioneer’s porter, as he held up each 
article in view of the excited crowd, 
was a study which the great Master 
of Humor (the old wine of whose 
wit has intoxicated us all) would not 
have failed to have “made a note of 
it.” The thing was evidently incom- 
prehensible to this personage. He 
would have sold the True Cross by 
the foot without the smallest interest 
in the object; and these fancy prices 
for the “decorative objects late the 
property of a gentleman deceased,” 
seemed to tickle him amazingly. 
There was a common gong on a deal 
stand, which was sold for a sum 
that so took his breath clean away, 
that he could scarcely remove the 
article. He did not know—how should 
he ?—what hospitable memories its 
sound awakened in many ears there 
present; that, when he struck it, he e- 
voked for some a knell! Whosoever 
was its purchaser, it will never sum- 
mon guests more punctually than it 
did in the old days at Gad’s Hill. 

Even the general public had their 
reasons for wishing to possess this 
barbarous instrument. “He was al- 
ways fond of gongs,” says one of 
them in my ear (as if we were bro- 
thers, though we had never spoken 
before); “don’t you remémber the 
weak-eyed young man and the gong 
at Dr. Blimber’s-?” Of course I re- 
membered. “Five guineas, ten gui- 
neas, twenty guineas, thirty guineas, 
THIRTY - ONE GUINEAS,”—going, 
going, gong. 

But the most moving scene of all 
was when we saw his favorite raven. 
—the Grip of Barnaby Rudge, and 
of all the world,—the very bird which 
when it was alive, he must have 
stroked and fed with his own hands; 
the actual model which sat for one 
of his own characters; we could hard- 








ly have been more excited if there 
had been presented to us the original 
of Sam Weller stuffed! 

Seriously, the power of genius could 
scarce have been more strikingly ex- 
hibited than in the rapturous cheers 
which hailed the appearance of the 
unprepossessing bird. “Grip, Grip, 
Grip, Grip,” burst forth from. all 
sides, as though the poor creature 
could really hear them call him. His 
sayings, “I’M a devil, I’m a devil,” 
and “Never say die,” were freely 
quoted. It was narrated how he had 
perished from “swallowing in splint- 
ers a wooden staircase of six steps 
and a landing.” Fifty pounds! Sixty, 
seventy, a hundred pounds!—at which 
gigantic bid there was a storm of 
applause. The spectacle of this 
stuffed bird, value perhaps five shil- 
lings, going at this enormous price, 
irresistibly reminded one of the old 
ditty: 

O what a story the papers 
have been telling us 

About this little animal 
of mighty price! 

Who would have thought but an 
auctioneer of selling us 

For near two hundred guineas, 
ete.

Autographs and Coins

There is a relationship between all 
hobbies and occasionally a dealer will 
find himself playing a variation of 
Twenty Questions. Instead of won- 
dering whether the Unknown is ani- 
mal, vegetable, or mineral, the deal- 
er’s problem with a certain item may 
be: “Does it fit best into a collection 
of Colonial silver, Colonial auto- 
graphs, or Colonial currency?” If 
the dealer holds in his hand a receipt 
signed by Paul Revere, it is easy to 
understand his quandary and not so 
easy to suggest a solution, for the 
Paul Revere receipt would be eagerly 
sought in all three fields. 

In addition to the case of Paul Re- 
vere, there are many other extremely 
interesting examples of overlapping 
claims in the fields of autographs and 
coins. 

In a collection of Signers of the 
Declaration of Independence the auto- 
graph of John Hart, Signer from New 
Jersey, generally occurs in the form 
of signed paper currency. I recently 
saw a good, bold signature on a Six 
Shilling note, dated February 20,

1776. Since Mr. Hart’s full handwrit- 
ten letters are of extreme rarity, he 
is popularly obtainable in the form 
of these New Jersey bank notes. Thev 
are, of course, desirable to the coin 
collector as a currency specimen and 
there is considerable competition be- 
tween coin and autograph collectors 
for Hart notes. 

Another case of hobby toe-treading 
occurs with the autograph of the In- 
dian, Iron Tail. Iron Tail was re- 
portedly one of the models for the 
obverse of the Buffalo Nickel and his 
signature is eagerly sought in the 
numismatic field. However, many au- 
tograph collectors specialize in the 
letters and documents of the Ameri- 
can Indian. If fortunate, they have 
an Indian treaty in their collection 
bearing signatures or “totems” in the 
forms of clay pipes, turtles, as well 
as the more commonplace “His X 
Mark.” There is a substantial range 
of handwriting from the flowing sig- 
nature of the well-educated Joseph 
Brant to the labored and crude letter- 
ing of Geronimo. Iron Tail offered 
a curious signature. It was his prac- 
tice to roll his thumb over an ink 
pad and then make an impression of 
his thumb on a card. I have seen 
these in red, purple, and blue inks.

Fraser, famous sculptor and designer 
of the Buffalo Nickel wrote to my 
husband about this coin. 


“It had occurred to me that Am- 
erican coinage, outside of portrait- 
ure and lettering, might as well 
have belonged to any other coun- 
try in the world. I felt that this 
was not as it should be and that 
is the reason for the American 
character of my design. In other 
words, I wanted 1a céin which could 
be mistaken for no other country 
in the world outside of the United 
States. This has been appreciated 
by many coinage experts. As a 
matter of fact, I was told that the 
Irish Free State based its coinage 
more or less on the idea of the 
Buffalo Nickel, using Irish ani- 
mals. 

“Answering your question about 
the original of the Indian on the 
Buffalo Nickel, I have stated in a 
letter to the director of the Mint 
that I did not make a portrait of 
any particular Indian. 

“T had made several Indian por- 
traits in the round. These I used 
to produce the Buffalo Nickel. As 
to the feathers they were the fea- 
thers attached to the scalp lock 
and sometimes stood upright but 
more often hung at the side of 
the head. I felt the latter was bet- 
ter as far as design was concerned. 

“Tron Tail came to my studio to 
pose when he was in New York 
with a group of Indians. He had 
one of the most magnificent heads 
I have ever seen. He arranged 
the scalp lock feathers in several 
ways. [I recall quite vividly his 
signed language story of following 
a panther for two days over the 
hills with the sunrise and sunset 
and finally treeing the animal and 
shooting it. He was a remarkable 
and a very fine Indian.”

Arrowheads, the commonest of In- 
dian artifacts, are in practically all 
collections and comprise all of some 
collections. Yet, beyond merely ac- 
cumulating, many collectors see noth- 
ing more in them than possibilities 
of pictures of Indian heads, eagles, 
stars, and the like. 

Some collectors extend their obser- 
vations to classifications by form or 
shape and its peculiarities, as trian- 
gular war points, dovetails, left be- 
vels, and so on. Others divide by 
color, as pink, yellow, white, etc. 
Many value perfect workmanship to 
the point of paying good money for 
spectacular specimens that never saw 
an Indian. 

Even most of the experts feel dis- 
inclined to do more than keep speci- 
mens ticketed and recorded, They 
say “Arrowheads are too much alike 
to mean anything.” 

Actually arrowheads have more de- 
finite and reliable national and racial 
characteristics than people. Materials, 
including texture and color, are a dis- 


tinguishing characteristic. Arrow- 
heads in most areas are made from 
the material in and around those 
areas. Even such a common stone 
as flint isn’t found everywhere. 

Shape or form is another identify- 
ing characteristic. Attempts at clas- 
sification of arrowheads in the past 
were commonly held to this one cri- 
terion, shape. It is possible in some 
cases to sort the largest percent of 
arrowheads in a given area into cer- 
tain shapes. But unless a shape is 
markedly peculiar, it is likely common 
in a lot of areas. 

A third identifying characteristic is 
construction, or “how the arrowhead 
was made.” Thus we would say 
that from area A the commonest 
form is a triangle with a basel notch- 
ed stem made of buff flint and chip- 
ped to a rather thick rib at the 
center. And, from area B, while 
the form is still triangular, the stems 
are not notched. Also, while the same 
preponderance of buff flint occurs, 
the chipping is primary and second- 


ary, to create a flat point with no 
rib. 

Reducing this to an analytical sys- 
tem, we have: ILLUSTRATION OF 
SHAPE, MATERIAL, CONSTRUC- 
TION HERE. 

A pessimist will see that in some 
areas, and large ones at that, this 
system would show but little differ- 
ence between one locality and another 
in case after case. But an optimist 
will see that that very fact would 
emphasize peculiar types, and, if 
there were a classification record for 
the entire country, would enable the 
archaeological detective to spot 
“strangers” and trace them back to 
their “homes.” 

In some such cases the reason for 
these arrowheads being found away 
from home might be a war or raid. 
Again. it might be trade, or it might 
be removal of that Indian nation to 
another portion of the country — 
all prehistory items worth discover- 


ing.

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Another advantage of classifying 
arrowheads by ‘these characteristics 
which should appeal to amateur col- 
lectors at least, would be the occur- 
rence of a type of “point” in places 
too far apart for any known contact 
between the Indians of these places. 
A case such as this would be the use 
of crystal to make arrowheads. 

This use of crystal for arrowheads 
shows in collections from areas on 
the Eastern Seaboard, Hence, when 
crystal arrowheads occur in Califor- 
nia, interest is at once aroused as to 
what results widely separated Indians 
got from the use of material so dif- 
Ticult to shape. 

Also when a_ strikingly peculiar 
style of shape is found, immediate 
curiosity is stirred as ‘to whether 
something in that place or some ac- 
tivity there produced the odd form, 
or whether it was simply a fad. In 
most cases the answer may never be 
known. But often such questions 
possess a piquancy that keeps inter- 
est burning till they are answered. 

The following are interesting ar- 
rowhead cases to consider. 

A Mississippi Valley form is called 
a “willow leaf point.” I understand 
it is found only in a rather limited 
area in Arkansas. Since I have but 
one specimen and have seen only a 
few others, I cannot cite further 
characteristics. 

My impression, however, is that the 
flint used is rather granular; that it 
chips well; that the edges of the 
points are nearly linear, without wav- 
iness due to chipping. Thus the 
arrowheads are notably thin. The 
ridges around chip depressions are 
obscured by the granular nature of

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the flint so the chipping is less dis- 
tinct than in average arrowheads. 

Another case is the middle Colum- 
bia River area. In one place there 
numerous “one-sided” points are 
found. These are made of agate, 
petrified wood, and other so-called 
gem material, and not of flint or 
obsidian, 

They have a stem, on one side of 
which the point has a triangular con- 
struction with a slight barb. But 
on the other side the point comes 
down straight with only a very 
rudimentary shoulder. 

In this same area, the home of the 
so-called gem points, are some very 
well made stemmed and _ barbed 
points: These are quite slender with 
convexity toward the point and con- 
cavity toward the base, extending 
out on long barbs. 

At Priest Rapids such points have 
a square base stem with a tiny notch 
in the base. As the notch does not 
seem big enough to serve a mechan- 
ical purpose it would seem that this 
is a “trade mark” of Priest Rapids 
Indians. 

‘ake another case. In an area 
extending radially from the San Joa- 
quin-Sacramento Rivers delta junction 
in California, obsidian arrowheads 
are found that feature square serra- 
tions with deep notching. They have 
more than one common form, with 
and without stems. But, in every 
case, it is the serrations that fix 
the type. 

So far as I know there is no other 
place where such pronounced serra- 
ting is the rule. It has been sug- 
gested that this construction facilita- 
ted cutting through the feathers of 
the waterfowl abounding in that 
area. 

Still another case is in northeastern 
Arizona. There a triangular, flat 
stemmed arrowhead is found with 
the peculiarity of each edge being 
beveled (four bevels). Of some hun- 
dred specimens I saw from this place, 
more than half were markedly bevel- 
ed in this fashion. The centers of 
the points seem to be mostly flat, no 
chipping. 

This form seems to come from the 
nature of the stone used, which must 
break into flat, rather thin blanks. 
In how wide an area these points 
occur I don’t know. Nor do I know 
if they are peculiar to one place or 
to an extensive territory. 

Then there is a site in northwestern 
California at the mouth of the Mad 
River. There some very thin, long 
barbed arrowheads are found, chipped 
from green and brown stone of dis- 
tinctive shades. So far I have seen 
no characteristic points even nearly 
like them. A dozen of these could 
be scattered in hundreds of arrow- 
heads from other areas and all be 
retrieved easily by a person familiar 
with them. 

Or, take the Behring Coast area 
of Alaska. The Eskimos make a 
style of arrowhead quite similar to 
the Yuma form. Many are chipped 
very regularly to a ridge. But in 
vlaee of the wide stem with just 
the faint shoulders of the Yumas, 
Be ks (Continued. on page 125) :

Michigan Collection 


The “how to do iters” of today 
could learn a thing or two about 
craftsmanship by studying the work 
of the Indian if we may judge by 
the collection of M. J. Henderson of 
Fremont, Mich. 

Sometimes he trades one item for 
another that he especially wants, or 
he buys, or hunts for his specirnens. 

He acquired a Sioux peace pipe in 
Wisconsin but had to part with an 
“Eagle’s Claw” for it. He values 
both about the same—$125.00. each. 

The unusual pipe he is holding in 
the picture is a Potawatomi artifact. 
It has a bear totem on the stem. 
Wouldn’t it be wonderful todav, if the 
world’s troubles could be settled so 
simply. 

Henderson says that a#mong his 
collection are several pipes bearing 
the designs of animals. The “Thund- 
erbird” seems to be the most popu- 
lar of the animals. The Indians be- 
lieved that the birds flew across the 
sky, and that thunder was their cry 
and lightning flashed from their eyes. 

Most of this Michigan collection is 
traced back to the Sioux, Winnebago 
and Potawatomi Indians, and_ the 
specimens were. acquired .in ~ Michi- 
gan, Ohio, Illinois, Missouri, Wiscon- 
sgn, Wyoming and Arkansas. On 2 


recent trip to Arkansas, Mr. Hend- 
erson came home with two rock 
crystal arrowheads from that state. 

Henderson believes that “The In- 
dians had a civilization, such as it 
was, that might have been highly 
skilled if the work on his relics tells 
anything about the effort the crafts- 
man put out on the weapon or tool.”

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definite “false” or “back” edge for 
almost half its length on the convex 
side, The hilt is provided with a flat, 
S-shaped guard, has a mosaic grip 
of mother of pearl and enamel, and a 
curious double pommel of jade. A re- 
markably similar weapon with an all 
jade hilt is pictured in Moser’s port- 
folio “A ‘Collection of Oriental Arms 
and Armour.” It seems quite possible 
to me that this piece is not of Nepa- 
lese manufacture, but was made in 
India where similar hilts are found 
on a variety of edged weapons. 

In Figure 2 we may examine two 
more specimens of the renowned ku- 
kri. The one at the top of the illus- 
tration is considerably larger than 
usual, measuring 18% inches from 
hilt to point along the curve of the 
blade. The hilt is made of dark hard- 
wood with a single band of simple 
carving. The scabbard is covered with 
black leather, and is ornamented with 
very heavy and very finely worked 
silver. The locket (for those un- 
acquainted with weapon terminology, 
the locket is the mount at the open 
end of the scabbard) has a shield- 
shaped panel of intertwined vines and 
serpents, and above this a smaller 
panel of pierced work which superfi- 
cially resembles chain mail but is ac- 
tually a vine pattern. 

The smaller weapon in Figure 2 
hag a blade which is 13% inches long. 
It has a horn hilt, and a black leath- 
er covered scabbard with very nice 
silver work. 

Naturally, most kukris are not 
nearly so ornate as the four speci- 
mens just described. Many have plain 
wooden hilts and unornamented leath- 
er sheaths, yet practically all have 
sturdy, well-made blades. Some of the 
Gurkha troops in tne British service 
carried their own native made kuk- 
ris; others were provided with mass- 
produced weapons having composition 
hilts and blades stamped “Made in 
India.” 

_ The kora, illustrated in Figure 3, 
is a sort of “big brother” to the 
kukri; certainly not as well known as 
its smaller relative, it is constructed 
along similar lines. Obviously, the 
greatest weight is at the end of the 
blade, and like the kukri it is sharp- 
ened only on the concave edge. 

_ The hilt of this particular specimen 
ig provided with a ball-shaped wood- 
en pomme] and a guard of precisely 
similar shape and size, This is not 
typical, most koras having flat metal 
discs of equal size serving as guard 
and pommel. The blade is 20% inches 
long, 1% inches wide at the hilt, and 
5 inches wide at the tip. The scab- 
bard is of wood covered with brown 
leather, and is open at one side for 
its entire length, the blade being held 
in place by several leather loops and 
buttons. A commoner form of sheath 
does not follow the contour of the 
blade but is quite wide, allowing the 
kora to be inserted through the mouth 
like more conventionally shaped 
swords, 

According to Stone’s “Glossary of 
the Construction, Decoration, and Use 
of Arms and Armour”, the kora is 
not unknown in Tibet; and specimens 
of rather obvious Indian manufacture 
are also occasionally seen.

OLD FLOWERING PLANTS 


There were flowering plants on 
earth at least 160,000,000 years ago. 

Finding of fossil leaves of an ap- 
parently quite primitive palm, the 
earliest yet known, has just been an- 
nounced by Dr. Koland W. Brown, 
paleontologist of the Geological Sur- 
vey and the Smithsonian Institution. 

The fossil imprints of palmlike 
leaves were found in a geological for- 
mation in southwestern Colorado dat- 
ing from the so-cailed Triassic period 
of geological time. Dr. Brown has 
assigned the species tentatively to 
the palm family and described it as a 
hitherto unknown genus, Sanmiguelia, 
of the great plant class that includes 
palms, grasses, sedges, and many 
other flowering groups. 

The discovery carries the history 
of flowering plants about ten million 
years further into the past. But, 
Dr. Brown says, there must have been 
a long period of development before 
this Colorado palm. 

The fossils of the area, he says, 
presumably accumulated on _ flood 
plains and in scattered pools and lakes 
at a time when the southwestern Co- 
lorado area was a few hundred feet 
above sea level. Plant remains are 
rare. Vegetation, Dr. Brown believes, 
may have been quite sparce in the 
region. 

Associated with the palm-leaf im- 
prints were teeth of ancient reptiles, 
the phytosaurs, somewhat similar to 
extant crocodiles although belonging 
to a different family. 

The great development of flowering 
plants came only with the Tertiary 
geological period, about sixty million 
years ago. This also was the time 
when many mammals, birds, and re- 
latively modern types of reptiles and 
insects appeared. The great outburst 
in flowering-plant development, it is 
believed, became possible only with 
the appearance of suitable insects to 
carry pollen from blossom to biossom.

The Ghost Lady Wails 

In the eerie hours before the 
jungle’s pale pink dawn the ghost 
lady wails. 

Natives call her “alma perdida, 
the lost soul. The indescribably sor- 
rowful call heard by visitors to Barro 
Colorado Island, the Smithsonian In- 
stitution’s tropical preserve in Gatun 
Lake, Canal Zone, is that of a rela- 
tive of the North American whip- 
poorwill. 

“T have never heard such a human 
sound from a brute before,” wrote 
the late Dr. Frank M. Chapman, not- 
ed ornithologist of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, who made 
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intensive studies of the island’s bird 
life. “It made the gooseflesh rise 
all over me. It was a soft, but loud, 
sad, flutelike note.” 

The sound also has been described 
as “a woman’s voice, a deep, mellow 
contralto calling in hopeless grief.” 

Local Indians sometimes have at- 
tributed the mourning to the voiceless 
sloth. A Balboa woman said that 
when she heard it she thought the 
wife of a neighbor was being beaten. 

The bird itself is seldom observed. 
It is almost entirely a creature of the 
jungle darkness.

SHELLED WORMS 


About 350,000,000 years ago shal- 
low sea bottoms teemed with “shell- 
ed worms.” 

Called Brachiopods, they were per- 
haps the most abundant animals on 
the planet. The dry land probably 
still was almost devoid of life during 
this Ordovician period, the second 
major division of geological time since 
higher animals first appeared on 
earth. 

These “worms” - actually they con- 
stitute a very distinct phylum in zoo- 
logical classification — have persis- 
ted to the present although they are 
now greatly reduced in numbers and 
species. 

The brachiopod has two shells and 
attaches itself to some object on the 
sea bottom by a stalk vrotruding 
from the larger shell. Through the 
ages the sea bottom mud, with the 
shell remains of these animals, was 
compressed into rock, and in geologi- 
cal upheavals this rock has been ele- 
vated into mountains. The shells of 
the brachiopods thus incorporated into 
this rock are conspicuous fossils to- 
day, and are of considerable value to 
geologists in dating rock sequences. 

In many cases the shells that oc- 
cur in limestone have become coated 
with or replaced by silica. When 
these rocks are placed in hydrochloric 
acid, the lime is eaten away but the 
silicified shells remain. Years of 
highly skilled labor would be required 
to chip out of the rock fossils which 
are recovered in a few days from the 
acid bath. 

In this way over the past 15 years 
at the Smithsonian Institution liter- 
ally thousands of brachiopod fossils 
have been obtained usually nearly per- 
fectly preserved, from rocks gathered 
from Labrador to Georgia and west- 
ward to Texas, Minnesota, and Ne- 
vada. 

There is a bewildering variety of 
these ancient brachiopods, with nu- 
merous hitherto unknown families. 
genera and species. Hundreds of 
types which lived in a considerable

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segment of Ordovician time — the 
so-called Chazyan, named for Chazy 
village in the Adirondacks — have 
been classified and described by Dr. 
G. Arthur Cooper, Smithsonian cura- 
tor of invertebrate paleontology, in a 
monumental 2-volume work just pub- 
lished by the Institution. 

From these fossils it is possible to 
reconstruct a vivid picture of the an- 
cient sea-bottom habitats. The shells 
often were beautifully sculptured, 
some are like delicate jewels. During 
the lifetimes of the animals these 
shells apparently were quite elabor- 
ately colored. 

The brachiopods were — and still 
remain — defenseless little animals, 
largely incapable of motion and de- 
pendent entirely on their hard shells 
tor protection. Much can be deduced 
about the fleshy parts of the body 
trom the interior markings of the 
shells. Specimens range in diameter 
from a fraction of an inch to more 
than a foot, but those of the Ordovi- 
cian seldom were larger than two in- 
ches.

English Literature on Cards 


We are writing this time about 
some cards we do not have, as well 
as some we do have. It all began 
when some fellow teachers were talk- 
ing about courses they had taught 
or had taken. And as usual, when 
this author gets involved in a gen- 
eral conversation, the subject sooner 


. or later gyrates around to post cards 


again. Out come cards from the files 
for everyone to see. We discuss what 
cards we have and what are hard to 
get. And believe me, some are really 
hard to get. 

Oh yes we have Shakespeare cards. 
They are easy to get. We had 
enough of them several years ago for 
a couple of articles, and since then 
we have had many of the same sub- 
jects a second time. It seems that 
people have so much awe and admir- 
ation for Shakespeare that they do 
not tear up cards about him. When 
it is mentioned that someone collects 
cards of authors, immediately they 
come forth with Anne Hathaway’s 
Cottage or the Avon River at Strat- 
ford. Anne Hathaway’s Cottage is 
almost as popular as the Statue of 
Liberty. One friend laughed and 
called them trite; she could not see 
collecting them at all. But we still 
like them. They are beautiful, and 
ever and anon, a new view turns up, 
or a card with a new quotation. 
As long as Shakespeare continues to 
be considered the greatest poet in the 
English language, then the cards 
about him should continue to be easy 
to get. Besides we really wear them 
out at school. 

The conversation veered off to 
cards of other English writers. There 
is Geoffrey Chaucer, for instance, 
the father of Modern English, he of 
the keen wit and caustic tongue. Whv 
do we not have some Chaucer cards? 
We can take our Canterbury Cathe- 
dral views and call them Chaucer 
cards, or we can borrow the South- 
wark card that shows the Globe The- 
ater. Shakespeare won’t miss it and 
it also shows the Tabard Inn. And 
we have a portrait of John of Gaunt, 
Chaucer’s benefactor. But where are 


the Chaucer cards themselves? There

should be a portrait of this great 
poet. There should be a view of Chau- 
cer reading his poems at court. And 
what about Chaucer’s home and 
grave? And where are the cards 
showing the thirty-three pilgrims 
making the journey from the Tabard 
Inn to Canterbury. And what about 
the characters in his stories? 

And there are Malory and Tenny- 
son who made King Arthur so real. 
And what do we have of Malory? 
Nothing. Of King Arthur we have a 
slick finish photo of the ruins of 
the castle at Tentagel and a profile 
in the rocks known as Arthur’s pro- 
file. But where are the pictures of 
Arthur, Guinevere, Sir Launcelot, 
Merlin, and other famous characters? 
We do have one sepia card from the 
Tate Gallery in London, showing the 
Lady of Shalott, as she drifts down 
the stream to Camelot. We must ad- 
mit that to be specializing in authors 
and literature, we certainly have 
failed where King Arthur is concern- 
ed. Why we have even more Paul 
Bunyan cards than King Arthur. 

However, the rest of our Tennyson 
cards look better. There is a por- 
trait of Tennyson taken during middle 
age published by the Medici Society. 
There is a view of a statue of Tenny- 
son in Lincoln (Au-chrom Series). 
There are several wide bordered, plate 
marked, Tuck cards of scenes with 
quotations from Tennyson beneath. 
Also Tennyson was popular for quo- 
tations on old fashioned greetings. 
Several of these are New Year’s 
Greetings which bear these quotations 
from “In Memorium”: 

“Ring out the old 
Ring in the New 
Ring Happy bells 
Across the snow.” 
“Ring, Happy bells 
Across the snow 
Ring out the False 
Ring in the True.” 


And we find a stanza from “Maud” 
printed across a garden scene. We 
wonder! Tennyson is as beloved in 
England as Longfellow is in America. 
We have over 100 Longfellow cards; 
we have ten Tennyson! Are we fail- 


ing as a collector? Or is it just that 
much harder to find items outside 
their own country? We have written 
to dozens of people in England - got 
their names from authentic lists - and 
the three or four who have answered 
have been wonderful to help. They 
are due thanks for many of our 
good literary cards. 

We have one card of John Milton 
- his daughters reading to him. Then 
there is Edmund Spenser, well known 
for the Faerie Queene. Not a card! 
And these two rank right after 
Shakespeare. Maybe a few Milton 
ecards got mixed with the Bible cards. 
But where else could we have filed 
Spenser? 

Our friends dug in and found a 
few cards of Wordsworth. Remem- 
ber the good old poet Laureate, Wil- 
liam Wordsworth, who roamed the 
Lake Country with his sister Doro- 
thy, and who wrote about “The Daf- 
fodils” or “I Wandered Lonely as a 
Cloud.” Now you remember! Your 
teacher made you memorize it. We 
have portraits in black and white of 
William Wordsworth as an elderly 
man, of his sister Dorothy, and his 
wife, Dora. There are two views of 
Dove Cottage, Grasmere, and a Regal 
Art card of Rydal Mount in the Lake 
District. There is a photo of Words- 
worth’s grave at Grasmere. And there 
are several of those wide bordered, 
platemarked, Tuck scenes with quota- 
tions from Wordsworth. We also 
have a good set of Oilettes showing 
England’s Lake District. 

We are not keeping any chronolo- 
gy, but no one ever does in conver- 
sation. And these friends bring up 
the subject of Thomas Gray and his 
famous Elegy. Well, yes, and that 
is odd. We have a fair group of the 
little church at Stoke Poges. We do 
not have Gray himself, nor his home, 
but we do have two views of his tomb 
in the Stoke Poges Churchyard, and 
also a monument on the sides of 
which is engraved the Elegy. We 
have four views of the Church. Three 
show the steeple, and one shows the 
church from which the steeple was 
removed in 1924. One view shows 
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J. R. Burdick, author of the Amesican Card Catalog, (standing) and Fred Switzer 
check cards at a meeting of the Bay State Post Card Club, Boston, Mass. 
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There is an Oilette of Ossian’s Cave, 
and A Frith’s Series card of Addison’s 
Walk at Oxford. 

Look, we have a scene from “The 
School for Scandal” with the actors, 
Miss Winifred Emery and Mr. Cyril 
Maude. And there are portrait cards 
of Thomas Huxley, Samuel Richard- 
son, Sir Isaac Newton, John Bunyan, 
Robert Southey, John Keats and Per- 
cy B. Shelley, all copyrighted by the 
National Portrait Gallery. There is 
a card of the Shelley relics made by 
the Bodleian Library at Oxford. Don’t 
you know that there are manv others? 
Again we know that we have just 
scratched the surface, that there are 
more cards of these men, and more 
men that we have forgotten until we 
get down an English Lit. and read 
again. They are all in that old Hal- 
leck’s English Literature, that you 
studied in high school before ‘the 
First World War. It has become al- 
most as antique as McGuffey’s Read- 
ers. 

Here are two Goldsmith cards: one 





a “lowing herd wind slowly o’er the 
lea.” Two cards show the Yew tree 
and one the Lych Gate. Three inter- 
iors show the Gray Pew and the Penn 
Pew. And there is a lovely card of 
the “Bicycle Window.” All are in 
black and white or sepia. 

We have many lone cards - one to 
an author - filed under Authors - 
Miscellaneous, until such time as 
there ure more. They have been hard 
to acquire, or perhaps it ‘would be 
more truthful to say they have been 


slow coming in. It’s a great game, 
isn’t it? Once we mentioned having 


read Major’s story of Dorothy Vernon 
of Haddon Hall. Since then two 
friends have been sending us Haddon 
Hall cards, and their cards do not

chance and sure enough, here comes 
a feller in a jeep, heading out on 
the way to the new strike. And he’s 
all alone. I askg him, can I go along, 
and he thinks a minute and then says, 
‘sure’; guess he’d sized me up as be- 
ing able to hold my end up if any- 
thing happened. I wasn’t worried 
about getting back. I’ve done twice 12 
miles in a day lots of times even in 
sand. As I’d just wanted a look, I 
didn’t take any blankets, and just a 
couple sandwiches and an orange.

Hunt’s Merchant’s Magazine 


Freeman Hunt (1804-58) was pub- 
lisher of one of the first American 
periodicals devoted to trade and com- 
merce. He was a native of Quincy, 
Mass. While living in Boston he es- 
tablished “The Ladies Magazine,” 
“The Weekly Traveller,” and “The 
Juvenile Miscellany.” (1830) He was 
also author of “Anecdotes & Sketches 
Illustrative of Female Character.” Of 
this work N. P. Willis had a high 
opinion when he reviewed it in the 
New York Mirror. 


In 1831, Hunt moved to New York 
City where he established “The Trav- 
eller” to which he contributed a se- 
ries of entertaining sketches of travel 
which were afterwards collected and 
published under the title of “Letters 
about the Hudson and its Vicinity.” 
This work received favorable reviews 
and passed through three editions. 


In 1839 Hunt determined to sup- 
ply a great want in the literary and 
commercial world and in July of that 
year he issued the first number of 
his famous “Merchant’s Magazine.” 
The well filled volumes of this period- 
ical make a most valuable library of 
commercial literature for its period. 
For example a recent catalog of old

For the energy, perseverance and 
talent successfully developed in this 
important enterprise Hunt deserves 
more praise than we have time or 
space to afford him. 


In 1845 Hunt published the first 
volume of “The Library of Commerce” 
and in 1856 he published “The Lives 
of American Merchants,” a_ second 
volume appearing in 1857 with 
“Wealth and Worth, a Collection of 
Morals, Maxims and Miscellanies for 
Merchants.” The titles as well as the 
topics of these works, show the con- 
centration of purpose which Hunt 
gave to his chosen field of literary 
labor. He received the degree of A.M. 
from Harvard and was elected to 
many commercial and literary socie- 
ties of his day. 


Henry ‘Clay in a letter dated July 
29, 1849 said of the “Merchant’s Mag- 
azine”: “It collects and arranges in 
good abiing a large amount of valu- 
able statistical and other information, 
highly useful, not only to the mer- 
chant, but to the statesman, to the 
cultivator of the earth, to the manu- 
facturer, to the mariner, in short to 
all classes of the business and read- 
ing community.” 


Daniel Webster in 1851 gave this 
testimonial to Hunt’s Merchant’s Mag- 
azine: “I regard it as being beyond 
all doubt among the most valuable 
periodicals of the times.” Senator 


Thomas H. Benton and Millard Fill- 
more, President of the United States 
also wrote words of praise for this 
commercial periodical. 


History Lives 
In Old Publications 


The printed pages of old newspa- 
pers and magazines bring history 
back alive.Mrs. E. Kimball of Elk- 
hart, Ind., a subscriber for many 
years, writes that she owns a copy of 
The Ulster County Gazette of Jan- 
uary 4, 1800, which gives on the in- 
side of the paper, the news of Wash- 
ington’s death and funeral. 

We are told that only three au- 
thentic, original copies of this paper 
are known +o exist. One is in the 
New York Public Library, one is in 
the Library of Congress in Washing- 
ton, D.C., and oneisin the Worcester 
Antiquarian Museum at Worcester, 
Mass. 

Many reprints have been made, and 
although they have little intrinsic 
value, they make fascinating reading, 
and are usually cherished by their 
owners. 


Mrs. Kimball also has The Dem- 
ocrat Mirror of November 20, 1847, 
carrying a letter from Martin Van 
Buren, and a Tribute of Gratitude 
from Ireland “To the President of 
the United States.” She explains, 
“When famine and disease brought 
great need and disease to Ireland, the 
United States gave her help.” 


“Another Democrat Mirror, Novem- 
ber 19, 1842, has an article about 
Tariff, Taxation, and Smuggling,” 
Mrs. Kimball says. “And an article 
about a written defense of the ad- 
ministration of President Tyler.”

“LITTLE

At a time when all ideas are on an 
extended furlough and my mind is 
in the process of shearing sheep the 
Editor has asked me to prepare copy 
for the miniaturia page. This should 
be easy because miniatures are tiny 
things and there is nothing smaller 
than my knowledge of the subject. 

I am questioned, now and then, by 
my coordinator of domestic difficul- 
ties and dispenser of digestive divi- 
dends why I always write articles 
about other people and their collec- 
tions, and am fairly. quiet about my 
own. The answer is simple. I am a 
very modest man even though I am 
perhaps the greatest living authority 
on trivialities currently extant. I 
very seldom talk about myself unless 
I can corner a small apathetic group, 
completely unarmed. I prefer to al- 
low the privilege of mv exploitation 
to rest upon the shoulders of some 
journalistic giant. At the moment, 
however, there seems to be a dearth 
of those clamoring for a chance to 
do the story, so it settles upon me 
to get myself a “Do it yourself” kit 
and start scratching. 

I must warn you as I go along 
not to classify me with Ananias, 
Baron Munchhausen and Paul Bun- 
yon. The tallest tales of these three 
notables would serve nicely as a foot- 
rest for some of my footnotes. My 
stories are generally accepted in the 
same spirit as that of the married 
man trying to convince his frau that 
sick friends sit up till 3 A.M. 

As an example there is my claim 
that I have a seed the size of a small 
pea that houses five hundred ivory 
elephants. You don’t believe it do 
you? Let me tell you something 
stranger. These elephants are so small 
that to the undraped eye they re- 
semble nothing more than specks of 
dandruff.

There are water pipes, peace 
pipes, opium pipes, clay pipes, carv- 
ed meerschaums of all kinds, church 
wardens, old German and Austrian 
types and in fact if there is a big 
one made we will have a duplicate 
of it in the small size. In addition to 
the pipes there is a one inch box of 
twenty-five cigars, ash trays of cop- 
per, porcelain and jade. There is also 
a tiny %” box of Prince Albert to- 
bacco featuring real tobacco, and 
most needed by real smokers, several 
tiny books of matches. There are 
General Dawes, New York World’s 
Fair Trylon and Perisphere and each 
one that you look at is distinctly dif- 
ferent. Credit is due the man who 
fashioned them. He is V. H. Freeman, 
formerly of Lincoln, Nebr., now re- 
tired on a farm, and resting on his 
laurels. I never rested on any laurels.

Discovery and Colonization of America 
as Depicted on Playing Cards 


Educational Playing Cards have 
been in use since they were first de- 
vised by Thomas Murner, a Francis- 
can Monk and Doctor at the Univer- 
sity of Cracovia. Dr. Murner thought 
that his students were not learning as 
rapidly and easily as tney should, 
so he devised a form of a game where- 
by the students would have to learn 
the teachings involved in order to 
understand. and play the game ef- 
ficiently. This was in 1507. 

The game proved so successful oth- 
er games were devised to teach his- 
tory, geography, astrology, heraldry, 
and in other couhtries as well as at 
Cracovia. In time, Literature, Au- 
thors, Music, War, Mathematics, in- 
cluding the multiplication tables, 
W eights and Measures, and many oth- 
er subjects were devised from word- 
building in the kindergarten to tests 
at Duke University in recent years. 

Educational games are still some- 
what in use though TV has replaced 
the card games to a great extent. 
Many issues of regular playing cards 
in the Commemorative and Souvenir 
class are also Educational. Spain has 
issued numerous decks of this type 
in recent years, one of the most beau- 
tiful being the “Commemorative is- 
sue of the Discovery and Coloniza- 
tion of America.” Drawings were by 
Ricardo Summers Serny. The text 
was written by Luis Ortiz Munoz. It 
was edited by Heraclio Fournier, S.A., 
of Victoria, Spain. 

Thig was issued in 1952 on the 
occasion of the fifth centennial of the 
Sovereigns’ birthdays—King Fernan- 
do, 1452, Queen Isabel, 1451 and 


Christopher Columbus, 1451. The 'Club 
suit is the favored suit in the Span- 
ish deck (after the French style).

Ace of Clubs—Christopher Colum- 
bus (Cristobal Colon), about whose 
birthplace there is much disagreement, 
tho Genoa, Italy, seems to be favored. 
His parents were weavers, Colon, as 
Christopher Columbus was called, be- 
gan sailing the Mediterranean at an 
early age. 

In 1476 he landed at Portugal as 
a survivor of a shipwreck, from a 
new galley sunk by the French pi- 
rate, Coulomb, who is believed by 


some historians to have been a rela- 
tive. From there Colon eventually 
made voyages to England, Iceland 
and Guinea, 

He married Felipa Moniz, a lady of 
noble birth, from Lisbon, Thru con- 
tacts by this marriage he planned a 
great voyage westward but the Por- 
tuguese monarch rejected his plea. He 
went to Spain and, thru the Monks 
of La Rabida Monastery, was intro- 
duced into the Spanish court.

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His plang were not too carefully 
thought out and were very expensive 
but, as history teaches, the Queen 
argued in his behalf with the King. 
The King was not opposed to financ- 
ing this voyage, as many historians 
seem to think, but needed to proceed 
carefully until after the conquest of 
Granada. 

Columbus (Colon) was appointed 
Admiral of Castille and was given the 
necessary money to organize the 
expedition. Three caravals ‘were 
launched and with the help of the 
Pinzon brothers, expert sailors, a 
crew was collected. They set sail Au- 
gust 3, 1492, and saw the shores of 
San Salvadore, where they landed, Oc- 
tober 12, 1492. Columbus died in 1506 
and the Cathedrals Sevilla and Santa 
Domingo both claim to have the tomb 
where he lies. 


King of Clubs—King Fernando was 
the son of Juan II, King of Aragon. 
He is credited with furthering the 
plan but timing it cautiously, after 
the conquest of Granada. He died 
January 20, 1516. 


Queen Of Spades — Queen Isabel, 
sometimes called the founder of Spain, 
is revered for her influence on the 
moral and material welfare of the 
people, and on the way she exercised 
justice. She put the wisest in office 
and protectea the weak. She _ patro- 
nized the arts and culture. Without 
her faith, inspired effort, and com- 
plete devotion to Columbus’ plan, 
America’s history would be different. 
She died November 26, 1504.

Jack of Clubs—Martin Alonzo Pin- 
zon early learned first-hand nautical 
science. When Columbus planned his 
expedition Martin Pinzon was already 
wealthy and an experienced shipbuild- 
er. He supplied Columbus with boats, 
sailors, and a big amount.of money. 

Pinzon was captain of the caravel, 
Pinta. When the sailors became rebel- 
lious and mutiny was about to break 
out he succeeded in establishing both 
discipline and confidence. He was pres- 
ent at the discovery of the New World. 

Pinzon left Columbus and returned 
to Spain. Soon after, in 1493, he be- 
came suddenly ill and died.

Ten of Clubs—Alonso de Ojeda took 
part in the second voyage to Amer- 
ica. He found gold pipes iin several 
of the rivers and sent some samples 
to Spain. He organized an expedition 
in 1499 together with Amerigo Ves- 
pucci and Juan de Cosa. In 1500 he 
returned to Spain bringing a load of 
pearls and gold pipes. On his third 
voyage he was wounded by a poison 
arrow, To heal the wound the applied 
a red hot iron, and so became a crip- 
ple for awhile. He lived poorly the 
last years of his life. Tho he was 
not lucky, he was the prototype of 
gallantry and stubbornness.

Nine of Clubs—Juan de La Cosa 
accompanied ‘Columbus on his first 
voyage to America, He was the own- 
er and master of the caravel, Santa 
Maria.

Today this map is kept 
as a valuable treasure in the Navy 
Museum of Madrid. He went with 
Ojeda on his exploration into Colom- 
bia, where he was killed by the In- 
dians. He was outstanding among the 
famous Spanish sailors and first 
among the cartographers of that cen- 
tury.

Eight of Clubs — Vicente Yanez 
Pinzon was captain of the caravel, 
Nina, in the first expedition of Co- 
lumbus. During the first voyage the 
cheered up the discouraged crew. and 
was looked upon as one of the most 
genial and expert sailors of Spain. In 
1499 he set sail in a four-ship fleet 
and on the 20th of January, 1500, dis- 
covered the farthest end of Brazil, 
which was called “Santa Marie de la 
Consolation.” He continued north and 
found for the first time the River 
Amazon to which he gave the name 
“Santa Maria de la Mar Dulce.” It 
is thought that Pinzon, with Solis, 
was responsible for the first discovery 
of Yucatan, but this fact was soon 
forgotten and Cordoba received the 
glory and credit for this discovery. 
The place and date of Vicente Pin- 
zon’s death are unknown, It is as- 
sumed he died in the course of an ex- 
pedition to an unknown place. 

Seven of Clubs—Ridrigo de Basti- 
das was born in Seville and brought 
up in Triana until 1500 when he or- 
ganized an expedition with two ves- 
sels. Juan de Cosa accompanied him 
as a pilot, 

Bastidas discovered the Columbia 
coasts, and was the first to arrive 
in Santa Marta Bay. He discovered 
the coast of Darien and got inland 
as fay as the neighborhood of the ac- 
tual entrance to the site of the Pan- 
ama ‘Canal. 

In 1525 he made another expedition 
founding the town of Santa Marta. 
He was the victim of a plot and tho 
he escaped, he had to take refuge in 
Santo Domingo. The plotters were 
hanged. He was wounded and died 
soon after in Danriago de Cuba. Bas- 
tidas was daring and reckless in his 
adventures. He was the first colonizer 
of Columbia and Panama and his 
name is at the top of the list of 
Spanish explorers in South America. 


Six of Clubs—Vasco Nunez de Bal- 
boa was a skilled workman, outstand- 
ing for his ability and energy. Of 
his many expeditions, the one for 
which he is most famous was when 
with his 800 men, he left his brig and 
nine boats, went inland, and thru 
the range of mountains, and for the 
first time in known history, viewed 
the Pacific Ocean on September 25, 
1513. He immediately took possession 
of it on behalf of the Sovereigns of 
Spain. His good luck ended here, be- 
cause he was charged with rebellion 
and after a trial by his rivals was 
condemned to death and executed in 
January, 1519. Balboa will always 
live as the discoverer and first Euro- 
pean known to have seen the Pacific.

Five of Clubs—Juan Diaz de Solis 
sailed with Vicente Yanez Pinzon in 
1508, when they explored the Nica- 
ragua and Honduras shores as far 
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as Yucatan. When he returned to 
Spain the following year he was im- 
prisoned because of a misunderstand- 
ing with his colleagues. The King 
valued him too highly to permit this, 
so he freed Solis and appointed him 
“head pilot.” October 8, 1515, he 
sailed with three vessels and a crew 
of 60 men, He reached the Plata es- 
tuary and proceeded to Martin Gar- 
cia Island. When he landed he and 
eight of his men were killed by the 
Guanaries Indians who cut them in- 
to pieces. The survivors returned to 
Spain filled with horror. Spanish 
ships did not go back to this river, 
but thru this tragic landing Spain 
claimed right to this river.

Four of Clubs—Hernando de Magal- 
lanes or Ferdinand Magellan, born in 
Portugal of a noble family, offered 
his services to Spain in hopes of 
finding a westward way to the Moluc- 
cas or Spice Islands, as well as a 
straight communication with the Pa- 
cific Ocean south of the river Plata. 
It took him two years to prepare for 
this voyage, but in September, 1519, 
he sailed with a fleet of five vessels 
and a crew of 230 men. 

At last he discovered the strait that 
bears his name today. To the most 
southern island he gave the name 
“Tierra del Fuego.’? He reached the 
South Sea which he called the Pacific. 
He resumed the voyage along the 
shore of Chile, continuing northward 
until he crossed the Equator. 

The first inhabited islands he found 
were “Los Ladrones,” today the “Ma- 
rianas Islands.” He landed in Guam 
on March 6, 1521, discovered the 
Philippine Archipelago March 16, and 
on April 7 proceeded to Cebu and 
Mactam, where one of the Chieftans 
refused to surrender, At the head of 
60 men he rushed against the natives. 
He and his men were so outnumbered, 
they ‘all were killed. Thus died Magal- 
lanes, the man who had found a 
way from the Atlantic Ocean to the 
Pacific. He discovered Oceania, and 
the Philippine Islands, and was about 
to complete the first known tour of 
the world.

Three of Clubs—Juan Sebastian El- 
cano was born in 1486 of Basque 
origin. In 1518 he made acquaintance 
of Magallanes, and they became fast 
friends. He joinec Magallanes’ ex- 
pedition as master ~* the ship. After 
Magallanes’ death Elecano was pro- 
moted to captain of the Victoria and 
treasurer of the Navy. On the 8th 
of November, 1521, he arrived at Mo- 
luccas Archipelago, the main center 
of the spice trade—the long looked 
for goal. 

He started the return voyage on 
the 21st of December, 1521, with only 
47 survivors out of the crew and 12 
Indians. After getting out of the 
Oceanic Islands he headed for the 
‘Cape of Good Hope, and after end- 
less adventures and hardships, land- 
ed back at Sanlucar with a crew of 
18 men—the only survivors of 265 
that set out from that harbor three 
years before. 

They had made the first known tour 
of the world, had crossed the Equator 
four times, and had shown by experi- 
ence that the earth was round. EI- 
cano died on the Pacific Ocean in the 
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course of a second expedition to 
Oceania on the 4th of August, 1528. 


Two °f Clubs—Pedro de Mendoza 
Was supposed to have been born at 
Granada. He was a page to Charles V 
whom he accompanied in battles and 
travels. In 1526 he abandoned the 
court, 

In 1532 an armada was organized 
for a raid to Rio de la Plata, and 
Mendoza was appointed Governor and 
Captain General. The fleet, made up 
of 13 ships and 1800 sailors, set 
out from Sanluear on August 24, 1535. 
He was taken ill, but managed to 
calm the crew. 

His brother, Diego, who was com- 
ing down from Rio De Janeiro, joined 
him in the Rio de la Plata estuary, 
and he founded there the town of 
Nuestra Senora del Buen Aire, from 
which emerged Buenos Aires, capitol 
of Argentina. The new city was con- 
stantly harrassed by the Indians and 
food was scarce. He had to return to 
Spain, leaving behind 70 men, but 
during the voyage his condition be- 
came worse and he died, June 23. The 
newly founded town was evacuated 
and destroyed in 1541. But Juan de 
Garay had it rebuilt in 1580. 

This is the story of the Club suit 
which represents not only the Span- 
ish King and Queen who fostered the 
many New World expeditions, but al- 
so the men who made them. 

The Diamond suit represents the 
English King Henry VII and Prin- 
cess Elizabeth who aided the English 
expeditions and the Englishmen who 
carried them out, as well as the found- 
ers of the first colony in Virginia. 

The Spade suit features the King 
and Queen of Portugal and the men 
who went from Portugal on the ex- 
peditions and partook in the discov- 
eries or colonization of the New 
World. 

The Heart suit represents France 
and the Frenchmen. 

The same sequence is shown on the 
Aces. First, the Ace of Clubs, Span- 
ish, Columbus. Ace of Diamonds, 
English, John Cabot. Tho born of Ita- 
lian origin, he served in the English 
Navy, Pedro Alvarez Cabral, a fa- 
mous Portuguese explorer. Ace of 
Spades, Giovanni Verazzano, from 
Florence, who led the first French ex- 
pedition under orders of Francis I, 
is represented by the Ace of Hearts. 
The Joker shows the map of the 
Americas, On the back are the three 
famous caravels the Santa Maria, the 
Pinta, and the Nina. 

Space does not permit going into 
each suit, though each of them is 
just as interesting as the one we 
have described, Coloring is beautiful, 
vivid but pleasing. This is only one 
of the many beautiful issues today, 
which are both instructive and Edu- 


eational.

think that something which exists 
in as many copies as does a coin is 
unsigned. Many an author would en- 
vy the designer’s ease in identifying 
a coin as his handiwork. Usually 
the designer places his initials in an 
inconspicuous part of the coin. Thus, 
on the Buffalo Nickel there is a tiny 
“F” for Mr. Fraser. The half-dollar 
of 1916 bears on the reverse the ini- 
tial “W” for the designer, A. A. 
Weinman. On the obverse of the 
Quarter (designated as Liberty stand- 
ing) is the letter “M” for the design- 
er, Hermon MacNeil. The initial “L” 
on the Three Dollar piece of 1854, 
the Double Eagle, the Gold Dollar of 
i849 and the Indian head cents of 
1864 stands for James Barton Long- 
acre, chief engraver for the U.S. Mint 
— and for The National Portrait Gal- 
‘ery of Distinguished Americans. 
Victor D. Brenner, designer of the 
Lincoln head cents had all three of 
his initials on the 1909 “S” issue. 
They did not remain there long. A 
small quantity was issued and then 
the initials were withdrawn as being 
too conspicuous. 

The two gold coins designed by 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens are of great 
beauty. The Eagle ($10) and the 
Double Eagle ($20), first issued in 
1907 and continuing until 1933, are 
his handiwork. Although ordinary 
letters of Saint-Gaudens are fre- 
quently on the autograph market at 
a very reasonable price, both the au- 
tograph collector and the coin collec- 
tor would pay a hefty price for a 
letter concerning his ideas for the 
design of our now discontinued gold 
pieces. 

A case that might cause a battle 
royal between collectors~*in auto- 
graphs and coins would be the manu- 
script of O’Henry’s story, “The En- 
chanted Profile” from Roads of Des- 
tiny. In this story a loneiy and elder- 
ly lady worth $40,000,000 (probably 
the eccentric Hetty Green) invites a 
beautiful young lady to live with her. 
The multi-millionaire explains: “You 
have a face exactly like a dear friend 
of mine—the best friend I ever had.” 
It takes O. Henry’s keen eye to dis- 
cover the reason for the old lady’s 
interest: the young girl’s head was 

. . a dead ringer for the lady’s 
head on the silver dollar”! 

Some of the conflicts of hobby in- 
terests are amusing and some serious. 
Autoveraphs do have a place in a coin 
collection, just as certain kinds of 
coins have a place in an*autograph 
collection. Most collectors will admit 
that a certain amount of “cross fer- 
tilization” adds interest to their col- 
lection. The Museum of Moneys of 
the World, owned by the Chase Man- 
hattan Bank, furnishes an excellent 
examrle of one hobby adding drama 
to another. The Museum recently 
moved uptown to Rockefeller Center: 
1254 Avenue of the Americas or just 
across the street from Music Hall. 
Among the 75,000 specimens which 
would interest both types of collectors 
are: a series of Presidential checks 


from Washington to Eisenhower, ex- 
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amples of signed currency, and a 
letter of Alexander Hamilton concern- 
ing the establishment of a New York 
bank. There is an original receipt 
signed by Nicholas Way, Treasurer 
of the U. S. Mint in Philadelphia for 
1,758 silver dollars coined in the year 
1794, the first year in which this de- 
nomination was minted. The auto- 
graphs are well integrated into the 
Chase collection and make it less im- 
personal. 

By recognizing various areas of 
interest and of conflict, each hobby 
supplements and enriches the other.

Old Weller, and the Fat Boy. They 
were but of the size of toddy spoons, 
and could have possessed small in- 
trinsic value, yet they realized very 
large prices: the proportions of which 
curiously illustrated the position 
which the various characters occupied 
in the public estimation. Mr. Winkle’s 
counterfeit presentment fetched L23; 
Mr. Jingle’s L380; the Fat Boy L34; 
Old Weller L51; the admirable Sam 
L64; (and how we cheered him); and 
the beaming Mr. Pickwick himself, 
L69. This concluded the proceedings; 
but as the assemblage rose, Mr. Sap- 
sea, with admirable presence of mind 
exclaimed: “Why, we have forgotten 
the case!” and the old worn casket, 
in which the ladles had for so many 
years reposed was held up, smartly 
contended for, and knocked down for 
we know not how many guineas. 

No living Englishman for certain, 
and perhaps no living Englishman of 
the Future, will ever see such a sale 
again.

these have narrow, short stems and 
comparatively wide shoulders mak- 
ing a right angle with the edges. 
The materials are gray, brown and 
black flint, and a bluish gray stone 
said to be nephrite. 

These cases cited have been noted 
after only casual observation. Doubt- 
less they are only a few of those 
that could be found with study and 
examination of many arrowheads 
from all over the continent. But they 
give examples of a starter in classi- 
fication, and illustrate the fact that 
there are types of arrowheads pecu- 
liar to definite areas. 

If collectors or museum curators 
got together and exchanged records 
made on an adequate basis, many 
“peculiar” types of arrowheads would 
be listed, and areas in which the com- 
moner forms occur would be fixed. 
This would be more constructive both 
for American archaeology and for 
collectors than merely putting the 
best specimens in rows or in some 
irrelevant design in frames, with les- 
ser or damaged specimens in drawers 
and cigar boxes.

Yet, I notice dealers 
States side advertising such coins for 
less. The same banks are also selling 
pre-World War I Prussian twenty 
mark gold pieces for $11.40. Why 
this large surcharge (120%) over 
face value on the gold coins at a bank 
when coin dealers in the U.S. sell 
for less? On the other hand, in 
Switzerland, twenty franc gold pieces 
can be purchased for $7.50, only 50 
percent over their face value. Could 
you please explain the reasons for 
this situation?

It is difficult to say why prices in 
Europe are higher for gold coins than 
in the U.S. It is possible that this 
was due to the high prices that were 
paid for these coins when they were 
purchased. As to the Swiss pieces, 
they are not five dollar size as is 
the case with a German 20 Mark 
piece or an English Sovereign. All 
Franc pieces, French and Belgian and 
Swiss are $4 size as is the Italian

There are many sources for data 
on the Fiske family, including THE 
FISKE AND FISK FAMILY by F. C. 
Pierce printed in 1896. And THE 
FISKE FAMILY PAPERS, printed 
in England in 1902, and compiled by 
Henry Ffiske. Pierce’s subtitle ex- 
plains the work as “the descendants 
of Symond Fiske, Lord of the Manor 
of Stadhaugh, (Parish of Laxfield), 
Suffolk Co., England from the time 
of Henry IV te date, including all 
_ the American members of the family.” 
Quite some coverage! THE FISKE 
FAMILY PAPERS is_ concerned 
mainly with the English branches 
of the family but the American lines 
are included in the last part of the 
book, although this section is not in- 
dexed, as the index covers only the 
first five chapters of the work. Sup- 
plementing these genealogies is an 
article on the Fiske family by G. 
Andrews Moriarty containing new in- 
formation concerning the earlier mem- 
bers of the family. This article may 
be found in volumes 86, 87, 88 and 92 
of the New England Register. 

Robert Fiske of Laxfield, a descen- 
dant of Symond Fiske (c. 1400-1460), 
maried Sibyl Gold (Gould) and had 
sons William, Jeffrey, Thomas and 
Eleazar, the last of whom died with- 
out issue. William married Ann An- 
stye, Jeffrey married Sarah Cooke, 
and Thomas married Margaret. . .Ro- 
bert and Sibyl through these first 
three sons, were the progenitors of 
all the Fiskes that settled in New 
— so far as known, before

Robert, and Ann Anstye, his wife, 
had children John, Nathaniel, Eunice 
and Hannah. Hannah married Wil- 
liam Chandler and it was their son, 
Rev. Matthias Chandler, who compiled 
the manuscripts now on file in the 
British Museum from which the early 
history of the Fiskes in England has 
been taken. John Fiske, the eldest 
son of William, married Ann, a 
daughter of Robert Lantersee (Law- 
ter) and had issue John, William, 
Anne and Martha. Several years af- 
ter the death of their father, who 
died in 1633, John and William, to- 
gether with their sisters Anne (wife 
of Francis Chickering) and Martha 
(wife of Capt. Edmund Thompson), 
left for New England with their 
mother. The mother died on the voy- 
age and did not reach the new land. 
It is said “they went to the new 
country well provided wtih servants 
and all sorts of tools for husbandry 
and carpentry and with provisions for 
their support for three years, out of 
which they helped others whom they 
found in want and distress.” The 
two brothers having married in Eng- 
land, settled their families in Wen- 
ham, Mass. John (the great-grand- 
son of Robert and Sibyl) became the 
first pastor of Wenham in 1643. Ann 
Gibbs, his first wife and mother of 
his children, died February 14, 1671. 

William, brother of John, also be- 
came a man of mark. He filled var- 
ious public offices, was representative 
to the General Court of Massachusetts 
in 1647 and continued in that office 
by annual elections until 1652. He 
probably died suddenly as he was 
under forty years of age at the time, 
and left no will. Letters of Adminis- 
tration were granted to his widow in 
1657. 

About the same time that Rev. John 
and his brother William established 
themselves in Wenham, several of 
their relations emigrated to the colo- 
ny. David Fiske, a son of Jeffrey 
and Sarah (Cooke), settled in Water- 
town with his son David and nephews 
John and Nathan (sons of his brother 
Nathan). Phinehas Fiske, born 1610, 
son of Thomas and Margery Fiske, 
brought with him sons James (later 
removed to Haverhill), John and 
Thomas. These two separate groups 
of families were headed by first cous- 
ins, grandsons of Robert and Sibyl 
Fiske. 

Fiske daughters emigrated to New 
England, too, with their husbands. 
Besides Ann (Fiske) Chickering and 
Martha (Fiske) Thompson already 
mentioned, there was Martha (Fiske) 


Underwood, wife of Martin — and 
probably others. 

The Fiskes all entered immediately 
into the life of their new country as 
we find them giving both civil and 
military service — they were not 
merely interested in what they could 
get, but what they could give. For 
example, Capt. Phinehas Fiske serv- 
ed as Captain of the Militia in Wen- 
ham, as constable in 1644, represen- 
tative to the General Court in 1653, 
and in 1654 was appointed “commis- 
sioner to end small causes.” Others 
of the family were equally active. 
This trait continues on down through 
the years, as evidenced by the many 
references to the name found in the 
Cyclopedia of American Biography 
and other works. 

The Fiske Coat-of-Arms, registered 
in the “Roll of Arms” published by 
the New England Register, ascribes 
the Arms to “Nathan, John, et al of 
Watertown, Mass.”, and a later note 
adds “Phineas Fiske of Salem and 
Wenham, Massachusetts, first cousin 
of Nathan Fiske.” 

The Coat-of-Arms, translated into 
non-Heraldic terms would read: A 
shield divided into squares (chequy) 
of silver and red (argent and gules), 
on which is charged a black (sable) 
vertical band in the middle one-third 
of the shield (pale). On this pale 
are charged three gold (or) five 
pointed stars (mullets) pierced in the 
center. The crest is a silver (argent) 
triangle surmounted with a gold (or) 
star of six wavy points (estoile). 

The pale is one of nine so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sided 
figures one-third the width of the 
shield, first symbols used to identify 
men encased in armour. The pale 
denotes military strength and forti- 
tude and has been bestowed on those 
who have impaled or otherwise de- 
fended cities, or who have supported 
the government of their sovereigns. 
The pale is like the palisade used 
about fortifications and formerly used 
for the enclosing of camps. Every 
soldier was obliged to carry one and 
to fix it according to how the lines 
were drawn for the security of the 
camp. 

A mullet pierced is not considered 
a star, but a spur. A gold spur be- 
comes the dignity of knighthood. The 
estoille is a star with six wavy points 
and is the emblem of God’s goodness, 
or otherwise of some eminence in the 
first bearer above the ruder sort of 
men. 

The chequy field is made of small 
squares, a most noble and ancient 
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figure borne in Armory. Square fi- 
gures are symbols of wisdom and sig- 
nify verity, probity, constancy and 
equity. 

Silver signifies sincerity and peace; 
red, courage and magnanimity; sable, 
the fur lining of royal robes, cons- 
tancy and nobility; and gold, gener- 
osity and elevation of mind.
